\} Peeres ; and now at laſt, after I had paſſed the 
Il raging Seas,and very hardly eſcaped the ſtormes 
| and dangers of the furging waves , I am arri- 
ved in my native ſoyle : where I finde my fſelfe 
incompaſſed with farre greater ſtormes and more violent 
windes then ever I thought could be on any Land; for though 
that Grand Rebellion , which you may finde /ately deſcribed , 
was both magna & mira, very gyu_ and very grievous, fuch ”

I ſuppoſed could nor be exceeded by any humane malice; yet 
now (me-thinkes) I heare the Spirit ſaying unto mee as hee 
did unto Ez:ckiell, Sonne of man ſtand up , «nd 1 will pew thee 
greater abominations; and a rebellion farrc greater and more 0- 
dious then eirher Popi/h, Iriſh, or any other SetF or Nation of 
the world hath hitherto produced ; and therefore I may now 
Gy wath the Poer, 
' Barbara Pyramidnm fuleat miracula 1Mrmphy, 
Let proud Babylon ceaſe to boaſt 
Ot her Pyramid's (tarely fpires ; 
This Rebellion 18 more ſtange , 
Surmounting all 1nfernall fires : 
Ny ace the like hath ever bred, 
Nor ſhall when theſe Rebels be dead, 
The ſeed and The /zed of it was unſeaſon-bly ſowne in the Norrh:rye 
originall of this ſtorine, and the origi»all of thoſe Boreal blaits (either why or by 
rebe}110n, whom thoſe ſpirits were raiſed ) is not ſo well knowne ro me; 
theretore how z#flly the King did undertake the quarrell,] will 
not at this time determine;or with what equity the Scors made 
their approach into England, 1t is not my purpoſe to diſcufle : 
yer I mult needs fay, that our Engiiſh Setaries, and eAmſter- 
dam Recuſants, which hated our Church and loved not our 
King , j#/tum, quia juſtum , onely becauſe he is ſo good, too 
200d for them, did trom hence arripere a»u/am, take hold of 
this opportunity, by procuring thofe to proceed that were com» 
ming on, and diſcouraging the others of the Kings fide, thae 
were cowardly enough (to fay no worle ) of themſelves, to be- 
tray both King and Kingdome into the hands of the Invaders, 
So the good King was now with King David brought into a 
 frait, either to take counſell and follow the advice of thoſe 
So new 1 teare (2x7 Setaries, and the masked enemics both of the Church 
more the {ecree . . - . .

the myſteries of the hearts and our fecret thoughrs, could ſee no 
further, nor make any detter election then His Majeſhe did; 
that is, to call a Parliament, which the hearts of all the King- 
dome called and cryed for ; and which, in former rimes, by the 
»1/e inſtitution and r3ghe Hroſecution thereof, was found to be 
the Panchreſton, or, as the, Weapon-ſalve, an antidote ro cure 
all the diſeaſes, and to heate all the bleeding wounds of this 
Kingdome, (though of late we have /erfibly felt rhe wnhappy 
ending of ſome of them, which perhaps may be ſome acciden- 
tall cauſe of tome part of thisnnhappineſſc:) here was His Ma» 
Jeities faire minde, and an aCt of ferialt grace ; for which all 
Hts Subjects ovght molt 14ank-fully to ſhew themielves oyal 
unto Him , when He preferred their ſafety before the proſeca= 
cuting of his owne relojutionse 

Bnr, Decipinwr ſpecie retts, we are many times deceived by 
the (hadow of truth, and betrayed under the vizard of vircue ; 
for , as God produceth light out of darkeneſſe , and good out of 
evill ; ſo wicked men, like the ſpiders, doe ſucke poyſon from 
th. ſe flowers, whence the Bees doe extract honey ; and thete 
ſubtle. headed foxes ( whereot many of them had «»dsly got 
themſelves eleRed into the Houſe of Commons , and there fa- 
*Honſly combined themſelves together to doe their great ex- 
ploit, to overthrow the Government both of Church and Stare, 
and minded to make the Parlzament. Honſe like Vulcans Forge, 
where they intended to contrive their io net that ſhould be 
able to hold faſt all ſorts of people, from him that fitterh upon 
the Throne , to him that wallowerh in 4«/# and aſhes) turned 
the hopes of our redreſſes to our extreame w/eries , when in 
ſtead of refifying our abuſes, they intended principally to 
worke our r#ive in our juſt appreherfion , though perhaps our 
happineſſe in their owne miſtaken conception. 

And, as the Apoſtle ſairh, Knowne unto God are all bu workes 
from the beginning , and he hath eternally decreed how and by 
what -weanes to bring them all unto perfetion ; ſo the Dew, 
beings Gods Ape, and the wicked treading in his (teps, doe firſt 
mold their deſignes and intentions in rhe /dee of their owne 


braiacs,and-conc/ude the workes they would have done in their

owne conceipts, and then they frame ro themſelves the meanes 
and wayes, whereby they are reſolved to produce and perfet? 
all thoſe miſ- ſhapen embryoes that they conceived ; and ſo theſe 
faRtious men, this brood of vipers , that would gnaw through 
the bowels of their mother, from the firſt convention of this 
Parliament had reſolved upon their plot, and contrived among 
themſelves what great good worke they would by ſuch and 
ſuch meanes bring ro paſſe. 

And that was (as 1 hope this ſubſequent diſcourſe will make 
it p/aine to all, that will not be wi{fully blinde) the ſubverſion of 
the ancient government both of this ({ hurch and Kingdome ; and 
to introduce a new Ecclefiaſticall Diſcipline , and to frame a 
new (ommon wealth , much like, if not worſe then that of our 
neighbours in the Low-( ountries. {5 

Gratum opua agricols ; a brave exploit, and a great worke 
indeed, beyond the adventure of Junim Brutw , that expelled 
the Kings, bur left the Prieſts alone ; that purged the corrupts- 
on of the royall government, but medled not with the religion 
of their Biſhops and Prophets: and beyond the undertaking 
of Iartin Luther, that pulled downe the pride of the Pope, 
and all that Romſþ Hierarchie, but ventured not to trample up- 
on the Sceprey of Kings, and the Imperiall government, which 
he held /acred and inviolably to be obeyed; for theſe men per- 
ceiving how God had fo wi/ely ordered theſe governments a- 
mong his people, to a//iſt each other , that the one can neither 
faxd nor fall without the other, (as it is fully and truly ſhewed 
in the Grand Rebellion; ) therefore as Caligula wiſhed that the 
people of Rome had but one necke, that ſo he mighr diſpatch 
them all, «no :x, with one ſtroke ; ſo theſe men would over- 
throw both governments, and deſtroy both Xi»g and Prieſt, 
both Church and State at one time, with one clap, with one 
thunder-bolt : And fo they ſhould be famows indeed, though it 
were bur like the fame of Heroftratme , that burnt the Temple 
of Diana, or of Raviliac, that killed the King of France ; of 
Nero that deſtroyed his mother, or Oedipus that murdered his 
owne father ; for a man may be as notoriouſly famome for tran- 
ſcendent villanier, and nefarious impieties , as another is for his 
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The diſcovery of Myſteries. 


| - rare vertwes and ſupereminent deeds of piety; as in Hiſtory 


Therſites is as well knowne for his baſe cowardice, as Achilles 
for his heroicke valour ; and in the Scripture , F#das for his 
rreachery is as notoriouſly knowne, as Saint Peter for his fide- 
{ity ; therefore theſe men goe on with this greaz defigne : and 
ro effeR the ſame, 1 finde that they aymed at theſe two ſpeciall 
things. | 
I. To take away all the /ers and impediments that might 
hinder them. 
2, To ſecure unto themſelves all the helpers and furthe- 
rances that might advantage them. For, 

1. Asa Vinejard that is well hedged, or a Cre ſtrongly fen- 
ced with walls and bulwarkes, cannot eafily be laid waſt and 
ſpoyled, before theſe defences be deſtroyed ;{o the wilde boares 
cannot devqure the grapes of Gods Church, and ſwallow 
downe the revenwes of her governours : and the Rebels cannot 
pull the Sword out of their Soveraignes hand, and lay his 
Crowne downe in the duſt , ſo long as the meanes of their pre- 
fervations are intire and not removed ; therefore theſe men 
endeavour to eradicate all the impediments of their deſigne : 
and they ſaw foure great blockes, that were as foure mighty 
mountaines, which their great faith (their p##/5que faith being 
not yet conceived) muſt remove, before they could plant their 
»-» Church,and ſubvert the 9/4 government of this Kingdome:

4. The Biſhops votes in the Houſe of the Lords.

1Impediment« I, Hey get Maſter Pym, the grand father of all the purer 


ſort, and a fit inſtrument for this deſigne, in the name of | 


the Houſe of {ommons, and thereby of all the Commonalty of 
The Eale his £49/axd, to charge Thomas Earle of Strafford of High- Treaſon; 
Page a high charge indeed, and yet no /eſſe a crume could ſerve the 
turne to turne him out of their way; becauſe nothing elſe could 
{ubadue that ſpirit, by which he was fo well able to di/cover the 
plots, and to fruſtrate the praftices of all the faction of SeRa- 
ries ; for as the ewes were no wayes ſuiticient ro anſwer Saint 
Stevens arguments, but onely with ſtones , ſo theſe men ſaw 
themſelves #nable to confute his rea/ons, and to ſubdue bis pow» 
er, but onely by putting him to death, and cutting off his head, 

for that faulc which Pym alleadged he had commitced. 
But then, I demand how this great charge of high Treaſon

rity againſt ſinne , though never ſo dereſtable to his purity, to 10 be Jucges, 
doe the leaſt injuſtice to their perſons ; fo our love of mercy 
and pitty will not ſuffer us to doe any thing that ſhall tranſcend 
the rules of j»/tice and equity; and as our inclination to mercy 
prohibits us co condemne the innocent , ſo our love to 7uſice, 
and our charge to preſerve it, will not permit us to jultifhe rhe 
wicked ; for the Scripture teacherh us, that he which juſtifierh 
the wicked, and he that condemneth the innocent, that calleth the 
evill good, and the good evil}, that ſparerh eFgag , and killeth 
Naboth, are both alike abominable unto the Lord, 
And therefore notwithitanding this unjult Canon, T never 
finde in any of our Hiſtories, that the Biſhops d1d ever withe 
draw themſelves and quit their votes in this caſe, either before 
or after, ſave onely from the 10'' yeare of Richard the 2", unto 
the 21 yeare of the raigne of the ſame unfortunate King ; 
which they did, not becauſe they could not j»fy be preſent, 
but becauſe they had juſt reaſons to be abſent,as you may finde 
it in the Annales of his time : therefore 1 know not how to

ran , are not permitted by theſe men to be of His Councell) # 
could not eſpie what miſchicfe might /urke under this faire 
thade, or what might be the conſequences of ſuch a Parliament,

narchicall government. why then might not a yeare or two, of 
threc,or more, ſo the yeares were /:mted, ſuthce to determine 
2ll buſineſſes, but that the life of this Parliament ſhould be exd- 
leſſe,and the continuance thereof underermmned? this is beyond

all places of ſtrength) an4 inthe third day ſhe car off the Kings

fore,that they might not be hindered.their requeſt 1s wnlimited, 
that the Parliament ſhould not be diſſolved, till both Houlcs 
gaveconſent, which they were contented thouid be ad Grecas 
Calendas.

being made #ndiſſoluble, they necd not have the ſame appre- 
henlton of either , having ſtrengthened themſelves by a B1/ a- 
eainſt the one, and by an Army againſt the other; and therefore 
all the diſſolutions of Parliaments from the beginning of them 
ro this time, have not dane halfe that miſchcite, as the conrinus 
axce of this one hath done hitherto, and God onely kiowes 
what 15 to (wcceed hereafter, | 

But ſceing themſelves have publsqnely acknowledged in their 
Declarations,that they were too blame, it they undertooke a»y 
thing now, which they would notundercake, if it were in His 
Majcſties power to diſſolve them the next day, and they have 
tince uſed this meanes, which was given them to ds4varther the 
Common. wealth, of thatdebt, which was thought snſupporta- 
ble,to plunge it srrevocably into a farre greater debt, to the ru» 


ine ot the whole Kingdome, to change the whole frame of our 


government, and ſubjecting us to fo wnlimited an arbitrary 
power,that no man knowes at the ſiering of the Houſe, what he 
ſhall be worth atthe ri(eing, or whether he ſhall have his Gber- 
ty the nextday, or impriſonment; many ws/e men doe ſay, they 
{:c no reaſon that this truſt being forfeiced,and the faith repoſed 
11 them betrayed, the King may not smmediately re. aſſume that 
power of diffolving them, into his owne hands againe,and both 
our »jw/y abutcd King and our wwch injured people, declare 
this at co be void, when as contrary totheir owne faith and the 
truſt of the King, they ab»/eit to overthrow the fundamental 
Lawes of this Kingdome; though could heartily wiſh, that be- 
cauſe it (till carrieth the countenance of a Law,the faRion would 
be lo wiſe asto yceld it to be preſently diſſolved by a Law.

{1ament or Counſell without them, And /»re/y theſe Princes 
were no Babes that made this choice of them, neither was the 
{:mmon wealth neglected, nor juſtice prejudiced by theſe Goe 
vernours. And whoſoever ſhall reade mores pentium, or the 
pilgrimage of Maſter Parchas, Livie, Plutarch, eAppian, and 
the reſt of the Greek and Latine Hiltortes, I dare aſ#re him, he 
{11all finde greater honour given, and farre /eſſe contempt caſt 
a-on the Prieſts and Flamins, the Prophets of the $yb/s, then 
ve tinde of this fat#on left to the Servants of the living God, 
who are now dealt withall worſe, than Pharach dealt withthe 
1ſraclites that took away their ftraw and yet required their ful 
tale of brickes; for theſe men would rob us of all our meanes 
and take away all our Lends,and all our rights, and yet require 
not only the ful tale of Sermons and Service,as was uſed by our 
Predeceſſours,but to dowble our files,to maltiplie our paines,and How the Clers 
fo treble the Sermons and Service, that they uſed to have of our gie are now 
toretathers, more than ever was done in any Age lince the firſt 4c 
Plantarion of the Goſpell ; and when we have done with Fohn 
Baptift, the utmoſt of our endeavours, like a /dining and a bur= 
»inglampe, that doth waſte and conſume it ſelfe to nothing, 
while it giveth light to others, they one/y deal with us, as Car- 
ricrsuſeto do with their packe horſes, hang bels art their eares 
to make a wel/odioms noiſe, but with /irtle provander lay heavie 
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foades npon their backes, and when they can bear no more br. 
dens, take away their be/s, withdraw their praz/es, call them 
Faaes, exclaim againlt their /aziweſſe, and then at laſt, turne 
them onutto feed upon the commons, and to Hg ina ditch 
and thuy we have now made the Miniſters of Chriſt to be the 
emblems of all miferie, and in pretending to make them more 
g/-r:0u8 1m the ſight of God, vie bave made them moit 4afe in 
the eves of all men.

more care, and yet /1:t/e hope, tobring themup to worſe cond:- 
tion than the meaneſt of all Trades, or the /oweſt degree of all 
raſtickes ; when as they can ch4Uenge, and it ſhall not be den» 
ed chem, to have the priviledges of the Law, and a propertie in 
their goods, which without their ow»: conſent, yielded in their 
perſons or their repreſextours, cannot be taken from them ; and 
the Clergie oxely of all-the people in this Kingdom, ſhall be de- 
prived of the right and benefit of our grear Charter, which fo 
many famous Kings and piors Princes have confirmed unto us ; 
and when we have laboured all the dayes of our lives with 
great paines and wore diligence, to inſtru our people, and to 
attain to ſome competencie of meanesto maintain our ſelves and 
our families, we ſhall be in the power of theſe men, art their 
pleaſure, under the prerence of Religion, contrarie to all juſtice, 
to be deprived of any part of our freehold, when we ſhall 
have not 9:e man of our ewn calling to ſpeak a word in our be- 
halfe, on no Seat of Jultice throughout the whole King- 
dom.

and as they perceived not their intentions at the firſt, ſo they

{ame; and to their power, and as farre as lawfully they might 
to oppoſe, and by all gaod wayes and meanes, endeavour to 
bring to condigne puniſhment all {ach as ſhall either by force, 
practiſe,counſels,plots,conſpiracies, or otherwiſe* do any thing 
to the contrary of any thing inthe ſaid Proteſtation contained ; 
and neither for fear, hope, nor. other reſpeRto relinquiſh this 
promiſe, vow and proteſtation. 

In which Proteſtation, though no man can efpiec the /eaft (ha. 
dow of ill, prima facie, atthe firſt reading thereof ; yer if you 
look further, and ſeach narrowly into the intentions of the 
compoſers, the frame of the Proteſtation, and the prattiſe of 
theſe Proteltors, ever fince the traming of it, you ſhall finde 
that Deſinit 1n peſcem mutier formoſa ſupernt : theſe men are 


no 
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no Changelings, but as like themſelves asever they were ; for, 
1, As$it was intended, fo it ſucceeded ; it terrified the Pa-» 
piits, and made them ſo ae/perare as almoſt to deſpair of their 
very being, as concerning the place where or the manner how 
they ſhouldlive; which thing, together with wany other harſh 
and hard proceedings againſt many of them, and the {mall 
countenance which they.ſhewed unto a very moderate Petition 
thac the Papifts exhibited unto them, hath driven abundance 
of them into [re/and, (whom I faw my ſeite) and there con- 
ſuiting with the /r:, (which were then alfo threatened by 
the Agents of this fattionthere, that ere long they ſhould be /e- 
verely handled, and brought to the Church whether chey would 
or no, or pay ſuch a mw! as ſhould make them poor) what 
courſe they ſhould take in ſucha deſperate condition, wherein 
they were all like to be r#5ned, or to be rooted out of all the 
Kings Dominions, they concluded what they would do ; ro de. 
fend themſeves by a plain Rebellion. So this courle agamtt them 
hath been the leading card (as ſome of them confefied) of that 
great Rebellion ; which being ks«»a/ed (as fome Seftaries in 
England expected) they thought they would ſo much the more 
weaken the King, by how much the more combuſtion ſhould 
be raiſed in each one of his Dominions: and therefore not-

you ſee hereby, moſt likely intended) a moſt dere/?a ble plor, for: 
tne kindling of that Rebellion, and corrunning of that bloody 
War in /re/and, withour which they knew this Rebellion in 

England Couid never have gained to mucn ttrengrh.as it hath.

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2, By their large expreſſion of whatreligion they proteſted 
to defend, not the Proteſtant religion, as it iseſtabls/bed by Law 
andexpreſſedin the 39 articles of the Church of England;but as

S Goodwm, Burrowe:s, or thelike Amſterdamian {chiſmatickes, 
'3 they opened the gap fo wide, and made Heaven gate fo broed

to draw atly argument from any proteſtation: bur if they in- 
tended to draw men from the duty of alleageance to which they 
were legally ſworne,andall menunderſtood,to doe ſome-what 
which the #gnorant did not underſtand, then ſuch a volwntarie 
proce ſtation might do.the deed;for they have proteſted to main=- 
tain the priviledges of Parliament. And yet the wi/eft of us now 
may j»ſtly proteſt, wee cannot tell what choſe priviledges are, 
or how far they ſhould extend in the judgement of the Houſe of 
Commons; for they are mulriplhied like the rats of Egypr,and as

what manner of men they choſe in their new ſynod, and of 
A ſix ſpecial Atts of great prejudice unto theChurchof Chrift 
w hich under falſe pretences they have already done. 


' The con. 3? | 39 the Canoxs, that were laſt made, I muſt confeſſe my 
"3508 wi four Þ% /elfe and many others of my Brethren were very averſe 
laſt Canons, Unto our fitting,to make any at that time;yet many reaſons were 
ſhewed us, that we might fit (and we had the Fadges of the 
common Lawcs opinion under their hands ſhewed usfor the /e- 
gality of our ſitting) and conclude ſuch canons as might be for 
the glory of God and the good of his Church; but of thoſe that 
are made, though T aſſure-my ſelfe the worſt of them is not ſoill 
as they alleadge, nor aeere {0 bad as moſt (I might ſay the bef ) 
of their «/egall orders; yet there were many of us that never 
gave Our vores to paſſe them;and though not for any offence that 
we ſaw inthem,yect,for the ſcandal/that might be taken at them 
we hartiily wiſhed they had never beene ſo zelouſly propounded 
at 7har time. 

But the Sef(laries of Loudon and the prevalent fation in Par- 
I:ament did, with open mouth,ſpend much time to the »s /mal/ 
prejudice of the whole Kingdome, and made many /ong ſpec» 
ches ro exclaime againſt them, as againſt a b«ndle of ſuperſtiti 
ons,that obſcured the parity of ourreligion,an introduttion unto 
popery,and anivtolerable,unheard of the like invaſion upon the 
liberty of the ſubjects, that revived againe the papal! tyranny, 
which contary to our fundamentall lawes had incroached to 
make canons and conſtitutionsto bind our conſciences ; where- 
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upon they canvas them and condemne them outof their houſe 
and the houſe of God, out of the Cherch and Commonwealth : 
and not only ſo, but alſo rhe contrsvers of them and conſenters ro 
them; they terrify and threaten to adjudge them, ſometimes 
witha premmnire, to have forfeited al! their goods and poſſeitiy 
ons,and ſometimes to be fin'd, - (as we were atlalt) with{uch a 
h:avy mul, as in all other mens judgement did farre exceed 
on pretended offence, eſpecially of us that never conſented to 
them . | ; 
And yet we find not only in Lindwood, and others of our Cz» 
noniſts, but alſo in the book of 44 »tyrs,and the reſt of our Enge 
liſh hiſtories, that the Arch« Br/Zops, within their Provinces, 
have at ſeverall times made Canons and Conſtitutions, for the 
regnlating of all the people committed to their charge, wirh- 
out any ſuſpicion cf the leaſt viojation of our lawes; bur the fa» 
tHonlay fic volume, and the houſes of Parliament underſtand 
What is {aw better then I do, and therefore accordingly (before 
the makers of them were called ro-make their anſwers, by what 
authority they made them, orby what law they could juſtify 
them) they rejc the Canons and cenſure their makers. Yee 
notwithſtanding their diſtaſt of them, it 1s conceived by fome 
that the clergy having His Majcſties writ to be convocated, and 
leave to compole ſuch Canons, as they chought fit to be obſer= 
ved, for the howour of God, the diſcharge of their duty, and the 
£204 of the Church,and having the royal aſſent and approbation 
to all that they concluded; (which is all that I find the Starure 
provided in this caſe requireth)though they ſhould be defettsve 
or perhaps offenſive in ſome cirenmſtances,yet if they be nor le= 
gally abrogated, after a Fu hearing of all parties, and the Kings 
conſent to reje# them, as it was to approve them, they are ſtill 
as binding, and in as full torce as ever they were; though for 
mine owne part, 1 will not undertake the raske, to make that 
good, when as both the Houſes bave condemned them; butT

re&ion of our ſoules to their eternall blifſe, 
And now they being nominated, we know mo#F of them 
What mannec What they are; men, not onely j»#/y ſuſpefted to be 51 difpo- 
of menthey fed to the peace of our Church, and roo mwcb addicted to in- 
haftecholcn, novation, toalterthe Government, to rejeR and caſt away the 

Book of Common Prayer, te oppoſe Epsſcopacie, and to dil- 
place the grave and godly Governewrs of Gods Church; but 
alſo apparently faſhioned to the humours of theſe their own 
Diſciples (who are to be the oxe/y judges of their determinati- 
ons) that (although ſome few Canonicall men, and moF7 Reve- 

rend, learned and religious B:/5ops, and others, for fo/>ion ſake, 

ro blinde the world,are named amongſt them, yet, when as in a 
Parliament, {0 ina Synod, the molt deſperate faRtion, if rhey 
prove prevalent, to be the major part, will carry any thing in 
deſpite of the berrer part, they ſhall ſtand but as cyphers, able 
to donothing) they might aboliſh our o/d eſtabliſhed Govern- 
ment, erect their own new invented Diſcipline, and propagate 
their well affeed DoeGrine inall Churches; for you may judge 

of them by+heir compeeres, Goodwin, Burrowes, Arrow. Smith,

on 3 for if there be any ſcandalous Governours, (as we deny not 
but there may be a Cham in the Arke,a Fadas amongſt the Apo» 
{t'es, and perhaps an unjuſtifiable Prelate among the Biſhops, as 
there was a prowd Lwcifer amorg the Angels) orif they thinke 
it »eceſſary to correc, qualifie, explain, or alter ſome expreſſi- 
0ns Or ceremonies in our Liturgie, and Book of Common Prayer, 
we are ſo farre from givsng the leaſt offence to weak, conſcien- 
ces, that we heartily wiſh a lawfull Synod, which may have a 
ful legall power, as welt to remove the offences, as to punith 
the offenders, and to eftabliſh ſwch Lawes and Canons, as well 
againſt Separatiffs and Schiſmarickes, Anebaprifts and Brow- 
niſts, as againſt Recuſamts and Papiits, and ſuch as may be for 
the g/orie of God, and the peace of our Church 3 which was 
our ſole intention in the laſt Synod.

Gods ſervice canas hardly be repaired, when as the CHinifters 
cannot be enforced toattend their Cures, the Churchoofficers 
cannot be compelled to performe their dutic, and the Pari/hior 
»ers cannot be brought: by owr Law to. pay their Tythes and 
other neceſlarie Duties ; which things are all ſo conſiderable 
thatall Chriſtians ought to fear how /amentable will be the end 
of theſe ſad beginnings; for my ſelfe have ſeenethe Houſe of 
God molt unchrittianly prophaned, the Chwrch-yard and the 
dead bodies of the Saints ſo rooted- and miſerably abuſed by 
hogges and ſwine, that it would-grieve meer men, that ſcarce 
ever heard of God, to ſee ſuch a berbarous uſage of any holy 
placezand when the Miniferchave given a ſevennights warning 


zo prepare for the bleſſed Exchars#F, and the ( ommunicent:

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came to partake of thoſe holy myſteries, they were fain tore» 
turne home without it, for want of Bread and Fire toadmi- 
nilter it; and yet now the Church Gowvernowrs have not any

Tt would fill a whole volume to relate all the viVanzes that they 
did of this kinde,, the conſideration of which prophane uſage 
ot holy places, made a worthy Gentleman pathetscally to fer 
down theſe fervent ſpeeches; I would to God we had not 
cauſe to complain of the horrid and barbarous attemprs of di- 
versamong us (Chriſtians I can ſcarce call them) againſt ſome , 
the mother Churches, * who as if they had ffudied to affront

re-eſtabliſhment of aboliſhed ſuperſtitions in our Church, t 

invade their conſciences, and of the Papiſts; with " and 
| W 
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ſword, to waſt their, eſtates, and to rake away their hves and 
libertics, and through that gromndleſſe feare,they looked on the 
11nocent ceremonees, that were e(tabliſhed in the Church, as 


dangcrous s#xovations and introductions to idvlatrie. 


And 1n the Stare, they feared the praiſed wayes and endea- 
vours, to producean arbitrary government by our advancing of 
a boundleſſe prerogative.even to the diſpoyling/of the Subject of 
his property, and robbing him of the benehr of the ws; theſe 


were their feares. 


And the grounds of theſe feares were /ying ions, and moſt 
ſcandalons detrattions and defamations ; tot their snvented let- 
ters that ſhould come from Ho//and, and from Denmarke, and 
ſome other places beyond the Seas, (where we were better 
believe them, then go try whether they were true) which in- 
formed them ſometimes of a flecte of Danes, ſometimes of an- 
other Nation,that ſhould come to aſſiſt the King for the ſetting 
up of Popery, andthe ſecuring of himſelfe in a 2yrannicall and 
arbitrary government over them ; and every day almoſt pro» 


duceda diſcovery of new treachzrics againl(t the Parliament, 
what terrible things frighted them.z as the ſtable of Horſes ,j 


underground, (for indeed they were inviſible Horſes, ſuch as 
Eli/ha's ſervant {aw, terrifying their guilty conſciences) and 
that of the Taylors in Moore+ficlas, and the like horrid ma- 
chinations, that were to come againſt them, I know not from 
whom, and God knowes from whence ; which things, how 
falſe they were, time, which is the worher of truth, hath long 
agone made manifeſt and ridiculous, ro any man that is nat 
bewitched with theſe lying fancies: therefore, leſt theſe dreames 
of their diſtempered braines, ſhould be too ſoone deſcryed, and 
ſo prove defeRiveto produce their intended projet, they als 
leadge the Pneenc isa Papiſt (and I would to God they were 
ſo truly religious, and void of hypecrijie in their profeſſion.,as 
ſhe, moſt gracious Queene, is in her religion) then they ſay,the 
B/hops are all Papiſts, Deanes and Prebends are of the ſame

And with theſe and the like falſe flanders againſt the King, 
2 neene, and Clergy, they ſo bewitehed moſt of their well meas 
ning brethren of the ſame houſe, and «mazed all the ſimpler 
ſort of people of this Kingdome with theſe feares, and filled 
them with ſuch jealowſies, with thoſe pamphlets, that they 
cauſed to be printed, and diſperſed every where,that they were 
at their wits end, for fearc of this lamentable a/teratsos of their 
religion, and deprivation of their liberties. 

2, The difeaſe,being thus ſpread, like a gavygrene, over all the 
parts of the body*of this Kingdome , they like s&s/ful1 Phyſiti- 
ans deviſe the cure ; and that is, the preparation of a AZitsa;

2. Othersto be moſt faFiovs and ſciſmaticall men, addied 
to Anabaptiſme and Browniſme and other worſcr ſets; as a- 
mongſt the London Commanders, Fen, Manwaring, F awlke,

I» Whether every Pap##F that is ſubje&to his Majeſtic is not 
bound to «it and defend bis King in all his dangers ?

reigne partſhould invade us, or any Rebellion at home ſhould 
riſe againſt his Soveraigne, and ſeek to defr:ry thoſe Lawes 
and Liberties whereof himſelfe and his Pcſteritic hath as good 
an intereſt as any other SubjeR, I ſay, he is bound by all Laws 
to «FF his King, and to do his beſt enicavour, both with his 
purſe and in his per/on,not onely to oppoſe that externall Invali- 
on, but alſo to ſ#bdxe,as well thathome-bred Rebellion, as the 
forreigne Invaſion.

Becauſe this was the cuſtome of rhe Kings of Scythia, Aſſyria, 
e/Egypt,oc. (long before Moſes and Pharonens, when muni- 
cipall lawes firſt began, ) to give lawes untothcir people, ac- 
cording to the rules of »eturall equity , which by the law of 
nature they were all bound to obſerve. 

And though ſome Kings did graciowsly yeeld and by their 
voluntary oathes, for themſclves and their ſucceſſors, binde 
themſelves many times, to ftriftey limits, then were «b/olutely 
requiſite, as William Rufus, King Stephen, Henry the fourth, 
Richard the third, and the like, granted many priviledges, pers 
haps to gaine the favour of their Subjects, againſt theſe which 
likely had a better title to the Crowne than themſelves : or, it 
may be, to fatisfie their people,” as the guerdon or com» 
penſation for the ſufferance of ſome fore-paſſed grievances, as 
Henry the firlt, Edward the ſecond, Richard the ſecond,and the 
Ike: yet theſe /4mirarions, being agreeable toequity, and conſi- 
ent with Royalty , an1 not forcibly extracted, ought in all 
truth and reaſon to be obſerved by them, And hence it is that 
the Kings of this Realme, according to rhe oathes and promi- 
ſes which they made at their Coronation, can never give, nor 
repcale any law , but with the afſcnt of the Peeres and People.

out him; and this manner of compulſion , to thew grace unto 
themſelves is more tolerable, than ro force him todifgrace and 
diſplace his moſt fairbf!! ſervants; onelybecauſe others can= 
not confide in them , when no criminal charge is laid againſt 
them. 

And therefore for the Lords and Commons to make Orders 
and Ordinances wirhoxt the King, and in oppoſition to the Kingy 
is a meere »/arparion of the Regall power , a »«//ifying of the 
Kings power,and a making of the Royall affent, which hereto- 
fore gave life to every law, to be an empty piece of formality, 
which is indeed, an iptolefflble arrogarcy in the contriverg of 
theſe Qrders and the makers of theſe Ordinances, a monſtrous 
«buſt of the Subje&s, anda plaine _ of our good King 
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to be ſomewhat like him in the Comedy, 4 King 4d no King, 

And,where as no S«bjett,and under tavour beit ſpoken, nor 

the Kiog himſelfe,afcer he hath taken hisOath at his Coronati- 
on, is tree from the ob/ervation of the eſtabliſhed lawes ; yet 
they make themſelves ſo farre above the reach of Law, that 
they freed him , which che Lord chiefe Juſtice Bram3ton had 
co:nmitted to Newgare for felony in ſtealing the Countelle of 
Rivers goods ; they hindered all men,as we found in their jour- 
nall, tron, proceeding againſt Sir Thomas D awes; they ivJjoyned 
the Judges by their orders, to forbeare to proceed in their or- 
dinary courſes, in the Courts of Juſtice, comtrary to the saths 
of thoſe Judges; and ſome Parliament mien came to the Bench 
to forbid the Judges to grant Habeas (orpuſes, which is as great 
an 5niquity,and as apparent an injuſtice as ever was done by any 
Parliament. 

And that which is a note above E/a,above all that could bs 
ſpoken,whereas the Law of God and man,the bonds and obli- 
gations of civility and Chriſtianity, tic us all to be durifull and 
obedient unto our King, in a/things, either afively or paſſive- 
ty,and no waes,for no cauſe violently to ret him , under the 
greateft penalties that can be deviſed here,aad damnation here» 
after z yet theſe men,contrary to al! Liwes, doe injoyne us and 
compell uz, as much againſt our conſczences, as it they ſhould 
compell us with the Pages tyrants,to offer Sacrifice unto Idols, 
to war againſt our moſt gracious Soveraigne, whom we from 
our hearts doe both love and henour, and they proſcrible us a8 
malignant, andas ies cothe Common: wealth, if we con» 
eribute not money, borſe and armes, tomaintaine this ungod- 
ly war, and ſo b«come deadly enemics unto our owne ſouler. 
O conſider this yee that forget God, leſt for tearing us, be teare 
Jou wn pieces while there is none to helpe you : tor conſidering 
what the Apofile ſaith, Row. 13.1.2. And what Saint Auguſtine 
Gith,ordo naturalis, mortalinn paci accommodates hoc poſcit, mt 
ſuſcipithas belli authoritas atque conſildum penes Principem ſit;and 
left men ſhould thinke, they oughe;by force of armes torchilt 
their king for religion, he an(wereth chat obje&ion by the ex-

ceive this to be ſo execrablean a&, and ſo odioxr to God and

So others ſeeme bet- 
ter then they are, like blazing Starres, that make a great ſhow, 
and looke as | ur eG as any ſtarres in the heavens, and yet no 
ſtarres, but ſtinking meteors. Alſo there are aggravating and ex- 
tenuating circumſtances, making the good or evill, more or lefſe 
in Gods account : and therefore if we would makea true eſtimate 
of men and their a&ions,we muſt diligently enquire before we cen- 
lure. 

In judging of things we ought to judge ſecundum quod firm, but 
in jacging oXf perſons, or ations in reference to dn is not 
alwayesſo: indeed ir re comperta, in acaſe that is evident, it's e- 
qually an abomination to the Lord, to ' puſtifi tbe wicked perſon,or 
aQion, as tocondemne the juſt.

Indced this is enough to raiſe a ſ#ſpitzon upon an opinion or 
praQice, and to cauſe a more {tri {crutiny and enquiry into it, 
yetthismult not ſway our judgement,but without al regard of the 
perſons for, or againit, indittcrently weigh the a&tion : judge nit 
according to perſonall 2ppearances. | 

Secondly, there is 2 reall appearance, which is the ſuperficies, the 
ſuprema facies, or countenance of a thing : Now error is ſomtimes 
cryed up in truths apparel,, and vice in vertues. colour, as Facob 
was blctſt in Eſas garment: (5) and ſometimes truth is cried 
downeunder an appearance of errour, and if not: vertne, yet a 
thing in its nature indifferent under an appearance of evill,as good

Now indecd a thing inditterent both in its nature and uſe, 
though not intrinſecally evill ; yet becauſe ic lookes like a {inne, 
and carries the face of evill, it ought to be declined, 4bſizine from

It is alſo true, that things in their nature indifferent, yet carry- 
ingan _—_— nce of evill, in reſpe& of icandall, ſhould not by au- 
thority be impoled, and ſo be made neceffary in their uſe. 

But in as much as the outward face and appearance is not al- 
wayes ſutable to the intrinſccall nature of things, we are not tobe 
ſwayed in our judgements by that.

A third rule is each mans conſczence, and to this the Apoſtle re- 
fers the(orinthians, Fudge in your ſelves what #5 right:Now conſcience 
is ſo farrea rule, that if we doe any thing againit it,we finne: and 
yet if we be guided by conſcience, and that crres,and leads us from 
the rule of the Word, weimnetoo; an erring conſcience cannot 
excule 4 2oto; though ir doth 4 tanto, though it doth extenuatec, yer 
not annihilate a {finne, And here we may take notice of a two-fold 
miltake amongſt men. Sometimes a groundleſſe fancie is taken for 
conſcience,and ſometimes the benr of the heart and will: men ſup- 
poſing conſcience to be tor, or againſt a thing, when indeed it is 
either a meere fancie, without ground either of Scripture or rea= 
fon: or at leaſt the heartand will, by'ſome engagements, is bent 
and ictled that way. 

Now all theſe are but ſecondary rules, and are to be regulated 
by the Word, the Word of God is the primarie rule whereby as 
all opinions and pratices are to be tried, in as much as the truth 
of thoſe,and goodnefſe of theſe conſilts in conformity thereunto : 
ſo alſo all thoſe ſecondary rules are to be regulated and tried by ir,

Ani indeed every godly enlightned Chriſtian , though not of 
ſuch inte'le&uall {trength, as to be able to judge of all theologi- 
call traths, vet is of ſuch underitanding, that through the belfe 
of Gods Spirit, he isable rojudge of thoſe fundamental! divine 
truths, which arcofabſolute neceility by an attuall explicit faith 
to be belceved unto ſalvation. 

If the eye be dimme, duſty, or dittempered, it maxeth not a true 
report of things to the underſtanding; fo if the perion judging be 
not rightly diſpoſed , either through darkneffe in the underſtan- 

ing, or corruption in the heart, he cannot judge righteous judge- 
ment. 

There are two things that hinder right judging, prejediceand 
paſſion. 

1, Prejudice : the eye mult be free from colours , the palate 
mult be inſipide: I:tus exiſiens probivet altienum : it the eye be infla- 
med, it makes the whiteit thing ſeeme red, and if the palate be bit- 
ter, it makes the ſweeteſt thing tall ſo; if a man be prepoſlelt with 
an opinion, he:comes like a Jury-man refolved upon his verdid, 
before he heares the caule. 

The ſecond thing is Paſinn: troubled water never repreſents the 
true image of a thing; ficile credimus quod volumus,ve! quod timemw, 
the heart hath ſo great an influence upon the underitanding, that 
we are apt to belecve what we delire, or what we feare; and there- 
{ore it is ſaid that a gift blinds the eyes of the wiſe, a gift drawes the 
heart to the giver, and affeftion worksſo upon the underſtanding, 


that it puts out the very eye of judgement, and makes even a wile 


man to thinke he ſees that, which indec4 he doth note 
Now therefore as when a man would exaftly view a thing, he 
wipes his eyesthat no duſt or water may hinder ſight, ſo ſhould it 
bo OUT Care to put away all pailion, and prejudice, that we may 
judee rightly.

Firlt, the proteiſion of Chritt, in the ule of right ordinances, 
doth conſtitute a viſible Church, and dittcrence it trom all othcr 
ſocieties : and fo it did even before Chrilts Incarnation, though 
more obſcurely then lince. 

As the true myſticall union of the faithiull with Chriſt, and 
among, themſelves, is the forme that pivcs being to the invit:ble 
Church : to an external] union by protefſion (not publikly con- 
rradifted by their owne opinions and praftices, as in the Papacie) 


- gives being to the vitible Church ; as may be colle&ed from 1/2. 


16, 18, 


Now this profeſſion of Chriſt, and of a people to be his fol- 
lowers, mult not oncly be verball, bur reall : and conſiſteth in the 
ſetting up of his ordinances, either by a Law, or by generall ſub- 
miſſion unto them, agd attending upon him in the conſtant uſe of 
them : I ſay inthe uſe of all the ordinances, h4abitnally, and in the 
auall uſe, ot ſuch of them, as they are capable of, 

Idoe not meane thoſe inferiour ordinances of magiſtracie, 
marriage,$c. But thoſc ſacred ordinances of preaching the Word, 
cclebration of the Sacraments and prayer, which the Lord hath 
ordained and initituted as to be part of h# worſhip ; fo allo to be 
the proper, mediate, ordinary m:anes of conveying the begin- 
nings, and encreaſe of all ſaving grace unto the foules of men. 

Indeed the _ manner of uling theſe ordinances, with thoſe 
helps of idiſcipline, government, &c. requiſite to make the ordi- 
nances, the more to-put forth their ſtrength, and ſo the more &- 
ficacious to us, theſe I grant to be neceſſary to the well-being of 
a vilible Church, but the ordinances themſelves, I conceive to be of 


the very cfſence, and being of it : no viſible Church without them, 
andthart a true vilible Church which hath them.,as afore ſpecified. 


And hence it is that the —_ cals the whole Nation of the 
Jeres proteiling themſelves to be his, in theuſe of his ordinances, 


the Lords flock, inreference to thoſe that were truly ſo, the deno- 


nunation there tollowing the better part : and the Lord cals the 


people 
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people of Iſrael his ſore, and ſuch they were, though not by ſpi- 
rituall,yet by externall adoption:and ſo they are called his ſpoule, 


as being married unto him by an «xterna]l covenant and ſtipula- xc, 16.8. 


tion. 
And as by effeftuall calling, there is a reall dedication of the 


ſoule to Chriſt, and fo an aCtuall admithon into the inviſible 
Church : ſo by Baprtiſme, we are given up to Chriſt, by an exter- 
nall dedication,and ſo admitted into the univerſall viſibleChurch: 
and thereby are united to Chrilt, and one to another, by nmtuall 
covenant, if not auall, and formal], yet vertuall, and interpre- 
tative, and thereby alſo made members of particular vilible 
Churches, nationall and congregationall. | 

Now ſecondly, as the profeſſion of Chriſt in the uſe of right or- 
dinances (as atore!aid) doth conſtitate a vifible Church, fo idola- 
try in ſetting up by a Law, or by generall conſent, and ſubmiſſion, 
a creature to be worſhipped terminative;y inſtead of God, or rela-

that creature, 

An inſtance of this we have in my text, this people having ſer 
upan Idol to worthip , though they nr not to terminate 
their worſhip in the Ido] , but to worſhip the Lord by it, as

and at preſent would not ſeeme to owne them. And howloever, 
that Nation untill Chriſts incarnation hada | gra priviledge, 
which no other Nation could challenge, in refpe& of Gods ablos- : 


lure covenant made with them; and ſo were not de fa&o, at leaſt 


on Gods part , unchurched , he having not pronounced the'ſen- ; 
tence of divorce upon them : yet their ſinne,both in reſpeR of their 
demerit, diſhonouring God in ſo high a degree, and allo in reſpc& 
of the intrinſecall nature thereof, as having thereby torſaken the 
L ord, and taken a ſtrange God : This tinne, I ſay, on their part 
did by breach of covenant afually unchurch them, and on Gods 
part, it did de jure, unchurch them: and de fa&o, had unchurched 
any other Nation whatſoever : Andduring their continuance in 
that ſinne, they had forfeited their right, loſt the comfort and 
ſenſe of that relation betweene God and them : neither could 0- 
thers that were unacquainted with that abſolute covenant Iooke 
upon them as Gods Church any longer.

Indeed ſuperſticious additions to the ordinances,or an crroneous 
way and manner 0* uiing them, are lins of an high nature, and ina 
{enſe thetaking ot Gods name in vaine, in hindering the ordinan- 
ces trom attaining their true and proper end, namely the honou- 
ring of Chriit, and editication ot his people, at lealt in that degre? 
as otherwiſe they migit, 

Yetas I conceive,ſuch faperiticious additions and errours in the 
manner otuling the ordinances, cannot amount to a ſetting up 
of an Idol, and toditolvea Church: Though the wite be a blai- 
phemer, and guilty ot the grot!cit ignes, yet a wite till, adultc- 
ry onely breakes the marriage bond,fo only Idolatry breakes that 
bond ot relation betweene God and a people, When rgbeilious 
[ſraell had played the harlot, and would not repent, but conti- 
nucd obitinate in her Idolatry, the Lord gave hera bill of divorce- 
ment and cait her away. | 

Now theretore it nearely concernes a people, of all other 
linnes to beware of Idolatry and idols. (b) As we have cauſe to 
be humblcd tor the Idolatry that hath beene committed in the 
Land, Jelt it becomes oursby conſent, 1o for time'to come with 
deteifation to cait it utterly out of the Land. (c) Yea to remove 
all appearances of it, a true Church;like a medeſt woman, ſhould 
not endure a whoriidrefſe : Yea and to remove all occaijons of 
Idolatry, though not tormally fo, not gradws n re, yet if it be

For application:If obſtinacie in linne provoketh the wrath of 
God againit a people,and haltens its ruine, then certainly repen- 
tance is the proper remedy to appeaſethc wrath of God, and fave 
from ruine. But this dutic having beene often taught and preſſed, 
in this honourable Auditory, I thall pafle over:and proceed to an- 
other obſervation. 

In the firſt place therefore obſerve, the exception of Ioſes out of this 
threatning here implyed, with this gracious promiſe here expreſſed, 1 
will make of thee a mighty N ation, Efficiam ut ex te gens oriatur magna, 
vel preficiam te genti multo majori (10 the Chaldee Paraphraſe hath) 
that either the Lord would raiſe him up a people,out of the loynes 
of Moſes, orelſe give him the Princedome over ſome other nation: 
How ever it be, the Lord here promiſerth not onely to fave his per- 
ſon,but to raiſe his houſe : and the like promiſe upen the like oc- 
cahton the Lord made unto him, Namb, 14.12, Whence wee inferre 
this propoſition. 

In all the combuſiions and devaſt ations wherewith the kingdomes of the 
earth are ſbaken,% it is the Lords care to keep bis Church on foot, ſo alſoto 
preferve every of his ſervants pcrſons,and to recompence their outward loſſes. 

This generall falleth into three particulars, 

Firſt, T be Lord will certainly keepe his Church on foot fo long as the 
world endures : No ſooner had the Lord a thought of deſtroying 
this people,but he preſently reſolves upon another, for zhe Lord 
lower the gates of Sion more then all the dwellings of Facob, (a) hee 
delighteth morein his Church then in all other ſocieties: and he 
upholds the world, keepes off judgements, beſtowes many blel-

and proteGQion without tcrip or ſword, and they found no want 
of thele meanes : yet after his aſcenſion,they mult uſe ordinary 
meanes, a ſ{crip and a {word mutt be procured, yea, then a ſword 
more necefſary then a coat, ſell thy coat and buy a ſword. Inla- 
ving the Ship in that terypelt inthe ficit of Jonah, as they were 
praying and crying to the Deity for helpe, ſo they ſpared neither 
colt nor paines to helpe themſelves, they rowed _ verſ, 5, and 
threw out their geods, zer/. 15, And when enraged Eſax came 
with an army againſt his brother 7acob and his family : as 7b 
wraltled with God by his teares and prayers, ſo withal he uſed 
prudent and ſubmiſlive endeavours for a pacification. 

There mult be a concurrence of threethings to make prayer et- 
teQuall to ſave a Nation from ruine, 

1. Theperlons praying mult be holy men, ſuch as Moſes was:for, 
firſt ſuch only can pray in a ſpiricuall manner,as having the ſpiri- 
euall gift of prayer: culinary tire is in every houſe, but the clement 
of fire is ſo rare, that it is a queſtion whether therebe any fuch 
ching exiſtent or no: {o the naturall gift of prayer is very com- 

mon, 
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mon, that is,ſuch a praying faculty, as a naturall man may acquire 
or have by naturall meanes, as quickneſſe of wit, ſtrength of me- 
mory, elocution, and exerciſc in the word and prayer, But fpiri- 
tuall prayer the breathing up of holy and fpirituall defires , whe- 
ther for outward or ſpiritnall mercies , yer alwayes for ſpiritaall 
ends; this firecomes from Heaven, this ſpirituall giſt of prayer 
comes from the Spirit of grace, that doth _—_ and excitare, gj= Zac. 12,10- 
ving both the habit and the ad? of prayer ; the power to pray,and 
aCtuates that power : it brings into the ſoule the tuell of holy de- 
fires, and enkindles them allo,and ſets then a burning. Second- 
ly, as holy men onely can pray ina ſpirituall manner, ſo their 
prayers onely are prevalent, forin a ſenſe they are the prayers of Ron, 8. 27. 
Chriſt, indicted by his Spirit, put up in his name, and preſented by 
his mediation, ſo that when ſuch men pray, Chriſt in his mem» 
bers praies and prevailes.

earneſtly, when in that bitter agony; formal! cold prayers, like 
Ceſars bartlefſe Sacrifice, will not profit us, nor finde acceptance

Indeed, the ſpiritual ue of prayer isenjoyned as a dutie,which 
though he cannot periorme, yet ought he to deſire and labour 
after; onely the naturall worke of prayer is required of him as « 
meanes of procurement of what he wants. 

Now a naturall man,though he be not ſure to ſpeed, yet ought 
he to waite for God an the way of his judgements : (a) his ordinanees 
are his walke wherein often he is, and poſlibly may bee found : 
and therefore ſuch meanes are to be uſed even of naturall.men : as 
wemay fee E2ck.36. where the-Lord having promiſed juſtification, 
Gnfification , and withall divers outward bleſſings, at laſt hee 
addes,Verſ: 37-1 et 1 will be ſought unto that 1 may doe it unto them: 
and therefore Danze! g. (c) complaines, that they did not ſo much 
as pray that they might turne unto God, Indeed, {pirituall prayer is 
conditio ſubjequens, and ftollowes our converiton, bat the naturall 
worke of prayer is conditio antecedens, and may and ought to goc 
beforcit : And for theethcacieofa naturall mans prayer,T ſhall en- 
deavour preſently to ſhew it-in my anſwer to the firſt queſtion 
propounded concerning the efficacie of the prayers of wicked 
men.

And therefore the Creators decree, being cither by the event, or 
by his revelation, made certainly knowne,the creature muſt ſub- 
mit : the Prophet, though his heart was much ſet upon that State, 
yet mult not ſtruggle againſt the knowne will .of God. Now + 
howſaever we have no ſuch prohibition; the Lords decree being

5 in greateſt danger : or he lets the ſpirits of his people fall, as Luke 18. ,, 
being diſcouraged, or weary, or withdrawes the breathings of 
his Spirit in their hearts : and ſo prayer being gone, the gap is 0- 
pen, the judgement breakes in upon a Nation. 
And now for Uſeand Application. 
1. This Dofrine teacheth us, that ina warre, that ſide which uſe 1 
hath the prayers of Gods people, hath a great advantage, their ; 
prayers / up or pull dewne a ide : it is not the falling in of the 
great multitude with ſwords and ſpeares, (though yetthis God 
uſech as,a meanes) but the unfained falling in of Gods people 
with their prayers, and teares, that turnes theſcale : a' few 7acubs 
wraſtling with God, can doe more then a thouſand of others : 
ard ſpirituall weapons can doe more then natural]. 
Lauther was wont to call the prayers of Gods people, his great 
Ordnance;and a praying people are the horſemen,and theChariors 
of Iſrael. In that famons batrtell againſt the Amalekites,the prayers Exod. 19. 1t., 
of Moſes gave a ſenitble advantage to Iſrael, ſide, and indeed the vi- 
Fory. The bringing of the Arke into the hoſt, put courage in- 1 Sam. 4. 5.7,8 
to the Iſraelites, in ſo much that they ſhouted for joy, but ir truck 
a terrour into the Philiſtims, they cryed, O woe unto ws! God 34 come 
into the haſt : effe&uall prayers bring God into an army, and carries 
him along withthem, fighting for them againſt their enemies. . 
When Jonathan and his Armor-bearer were to ſet upon the Gar- 
riſou of the Philiſtims, Jonathan went upon this ground, that the 
faccefſe of a warre or a battell depended not principally upon 
makitudeof men, but upon Gods cooperating with them ; we 
F are .

23.3% * A. the Pelican in ſeeking to blow out the fire, kindled about 
her young ones, with her wings, the flame thereby was in» 
creaſed, her wings burnt, and ſo became a prey : ſo theſe that by 
their perſecution of Gods people, and by theirevill ſpeeches, doe 
ſeeke to blow out this flame of zealous prayer in the Land, by 
their oppoſition, that fire will increaſe, and they procure their 
owne ruine.

1, Her Perſon : Which of os, even the higheſt, marches her 
oreatneſle ? how extreamly below are the moſt ? who hath fo 
much to loſe, if we loſe all, asſhe? Thoſe we venture for, are 
our equalls, or neer it ſome of them, and many are ſoperiours 
tothe mot, She was far above all her'Nation, of whom rhe 
beſt were diſtreſſed tributaries, and mulrirndes litle betrer then 
flaves. She ventured alone, none with her, none ſor her, wee 
have many engaped as well, as far as we'; and we have cauſe 
to be glad of them, as well asthey of us. If then ir were her

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2. What wai the haz.ard ſhe muſt ruſh «pon? or whatis theut- 
molt venture ? Death. This was hers. And what death more 
certain, or u'ually more reproachtull, then for breaking through 
the known Law of an Imperious Monarch? This ſhe muſt ex- 
poſe her ſelf to, While yer this charge and chreatning of her 
telis us, | that it is ns ſine, but 'a duty of neceſſity, to prefer the re- 
ard of a peoples, of Gods peoples, ſafety, before any ſuch formality of 
a humane Law,\ Yetcontrarily, had ſhe forborn this, her dan- 
ger in humane appearance had been none at all, becauſe though 
ſhe were a Jeweſſe, yet fiot known to be {och. And noiy can 
our hazard by endeavor be worle, ( at the worſt ) cr more 
certain, or more reproachfull (though the reproach leſle juſt) 
then hers? or toany of us, can there be leſſe hazard, if we for- 
bear altogether any endeavour ? If then ſhe muſt not forbear 
becauſe of perill, no more may we , without the greateſt peril 
of linne. | 

3. Hownnlikely was it ſhe ſhould prevail with one whoin 
thirty dayes had nor called for her, though h# wife? and now 
preſſing upon him againſt his Law? and appearing in oppoſition 
ro his {o doted on ['ariing Haman? and of aDecree, already ſent 
forth into all his Dominions ? which alſo by the Law of the 
Hedes and Perſians leemed unalterable, and lo the Caſe reme- 
dileſſe altogether this way ? Is there any thing we are to Endea- 
vour ( let it be what it will ) ſounlikely coproſper, as this un- 
dertaking of hers? yet for this mult ſhe pawn her life: And 
what may we then refuſe ?

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thren. Here is the DoArin and Duty fully aſſerted, The Bre- 
thren, the Church, have a right to our «tme/t endeavour, with 
what hazard ſoever ; we owe it tothem, we onght to venture our 
lives, and when the pinch comes, aitually pars with them, And 
here is an example, beyond example, inthe words foregoing, of 
God himſelf; Chritt God and Man both, laid down His hu- 
mane life tor His Church. Hereby perceive we the love of God to- 
ward: ud, i: that he layd down his {fe fer ww, This onghr to be Rea- 
ſon tuſficient tons, to hold our ſel ves obliged ro the ſame haz rd 
in our mealure; in thankefulneſſe to Him, and imitation of 
Him, and to 7eſtifie the truth of our love, which we profeſſe to 
bear to the Church, as the Apolile was now exhorting to love. 
Love denies nothing of exdeavonrs, ventures all things Of ha- 
z.#d, tor the Obje&t loved, So onght we to do, becauſe we 
ought to love the Church, and profefle we do love it. So Saint

Into the midde 
of which mulcitude with exrreame danger, Aaron to fave them 
 wentures himielte, and runnes in with his cenſer and incenſe, 
between the /rving and the dead, to make an atonement for them, 
Here was an admirable charity indeed, rypifying Chrift: , our 
great high Prieſts, both dying and praying for his very evemies 
and crucifyers. And David, when his people were in danger of 
the deliroying Angel, offers himſelfe to his ſword , his ewne 
life to the Peltilence,that they wight be ſpared , 2 Sam, 24.17, 
Finally even Job, though a man of bloud, and when his turne 
came to die, anwilling enough,(1 Kmgs 2.) yet can encourage 
himſelfe and his brother too, to venture themſelves to the ut- 
molt, for their people,the cities of their God,even though not cerrain 
of the ſacceſſe, which he therefore wholly referres to God, Let 
the Lord doe that which ſeemes him good, 2 Sams.10.11, 12, And 
great reaſon for all this, whether we conſider God or the 
Church , our ſelvesor the enemies or friends of the Church,or

1, All Gods profeſſed People Owe themſelves Certainly to Him, 
to Doe all things, Venture, Loſe, Suffer all things at Hs Bidding, 
and for His Sake. If then He ef ppoint to Doe any of this,or allths, 
for the Churchet ſake, we Owe ﬆ as a Duty Unqueſtionably, Wiiat 
ſay You to this ? Brethren, what think you of St. Penis ſaying» 
Tow are not your owne? 1 Cor,6.19, What have you , which 1s 
not His, by Creation, by Preſervation, fpeciall Providence aud gift? 
And may He not call for all that is His, at any time , or any 
way ? Are not you His, by Redemption too ? You are bought with 
4 price therefore glorify God in your body and in your ſpirits which 
are Gods, 1 Cor. 6. 20. Satax had you once his ſlaves; and you 
did his worke, fulfilled his luſts, with body and ſoule an all 
that you had; and all that was Diſhowour to God exceeding]y- 
NowGod hath boughr you with a price,ſuch a price as the prect- 
ous bloud of His ownSon;can you chuſe bot owe your ſelves wholly 
te Him, at His pleaſure? Once more , are you not His altoge- 
ther, by covenant? A right He hath in you even that ways 4 
much as ic is poſſibly for you to pretend, orimagine your ſelves 
ever tohave been your own.

«nic plainly , bar for Himz to be our God , and we Hit people? Jet-

this, or except ont of this? Thou haſt an efate; who gave it thee, 
but God? ( Kiches and hononr are of thee, &c. 1 Chron. 29. 12.)or 
rather lent it thee, made thee ſteward of it? He appointsthee to 
lay oat ſo much for ſach an uſe, gives the Church a Letter of 
Attwrney: Is it not thy due to yeeld it upon demand ? Thou haſt 
honour and dignity; who promoted thee? Pſal,y5.7, God « the 
Fudge, He puts down one and ſets up another. If He will have thee 
lay it down and give over thy office, maiſt thou ſay, I am not 
bound to yeeld to it? Thou haſt friends;who madethem friends, 
and able to ſhew themſelves friendly , bur God who rules all 
hearts ? If He will thee to ſleight their friendſhip in this or that 
caſe canit thou ſay, thou oweſt Him no ſuch reſpeR?Thon art a 
Freemas,in bondage to none; who made thee free ſpiritually,bur 
Chriſt? made thee be borne a freeman rtemporally,(not a ſlave, 
as in ſome countries ) but God? ifhe callthee ro ventare lying 
in a dangeon, as a priſoner; a captive; or come into bonds and 
debrs rodoe Him neceſſary ſervice; wike thou ſay thou oweſt 
Him no ſach ſervice?In a word.thy lims, ſenſe, life, whence hadR 
thou them, or haſt them firſt and Iaft ? may He not then com- 
mand them all? Oweſt thon nor all of them to Hitn ? and forhy 
ſelfe in all reſpeas to Him ? and accordingly to His Church, 
at His wil}Remember this as the firſt main-Reaſon,npon which

9. The Church hath mas,y Enemies, who do,and will do their worſt 
againft her, and are ſpecially encouraged, and advantaged by 
our neglect. They get ground as mnch as we withdraw, and 
give back; And our valour makes them atleaft at a ſtand, and 
is ſome diſcouragem2nt tothem. Alſo — 

10, When any of Gods people ſhrinks, he endarger: to break the 
Ranks, ard diſorder others, and make them run away from 
their Colours, as well as himſelf; or at leafi ſads their hearts, 
weakens theirhands , and makes bare theic ſides , and contra» 
rily, each ones vigour and valour adds firength to his compa- 
nions every way. We owe it tothem then, and to the profeſſ- 
on we have made to ſtand tothem, and live and die with them. 
Andthere are great examples both wayes of this. 

11, Finally, By-ſtanders, and Nenters, are much led like ſheep 
by the eye, __ though fearfull, yet are ſymetimes engaged by our 
conrage. But tobe ſare, they learn fearſulneſſe cf mw; And ifthoſe 
ſee ws backward any way, whoſe intereſis ſeem to be more in 
the Cauſe then theirs, they will eafily think themſelves excu- 
ſed; Andthen their fins will prove ours, This'l ſpeak, to thoſe 
that ina more peculiar manner profeſſe themſelves Gods p2o- 
ple ; though others alſo are profeſſed Chriſtians at large ; there 
ſhould be no ſuch difference, if all would come vp to their du- 
ties : Bnt hnce all will not, at Jeaſt not readily, we that are 
outwardly forwardeſt avy way, muſt be ſo every way, elſe I ſay, 
we diſcharge not our debt, and duty, and give 1ll example to 
thoſe that are too too backward of themſelves, So I have 
done with the proof of the firſt Point, which is the main founda-

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tion of alf, and therefore not to be lightly paſſed over, but put 
beyond all gain-ſaying. I come nowto the Uſe of it. 

The Uſe thar I ſhall make of chis firſt DoArin by ir (elf, is 
onely to provoke vs all, roa ſerious conſideration, of our Church 
and Nations dangers, calling for our utmoſt help ; as allo what 
help is poſſible and neceſſary for ns co afford ; ( raking in /re/ard 
alſo into our thoughts , chough TI cannor at every turn name ir, 
but it mult never be forgotten, ſpecially on theſe ſolemn dayes 
of ſeeking God ; their unhappineſle affording us the firſt advan- 
rage of enjoying this publike happineſle of theſe dayes of humi- 
liation , towards our own good as well as theits,) Where we 
owe help, we mult needs conſider the need of he!p, and the 
means of tr. 
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The Churches dangers needing help, are reducible to two heads, 


Judgments, and Sins, Both together pur ns into the condition of 
Iſracl, Nehem. 9, 37. whoſe ſad expreſſion is, We are in great 
diſtrefſe, Indeed far greater then theirs was then, as a compari- 
ſon would fully clear, but that I have noleaſure for ir; neicher 
ſhall I now ſay all that I intend on either Head, becauſe the fol. 
lowing Points require a reſervation of ſomewhat of each kind, 
to re-inforce them : But yereven to wake further way for 
them, and in the mean time for a brief diſcourſe of the means 
of help, ſomewhat alſomuſt here be premiſed of the Churches 
dangers, both in regard of judgements, and fins.

4. Theſe exemies having prevailed in many places, torob and 
ſpoil houſes, villages, towns, countreys 3 to carry away Priſo. 
ners, ard uſethem with morethen barbarous cruelty ; to kill and 
deſtroy, many in the field in open war, ſome in cold blood, (if 
their boyling rage and malice canever be ſaid to becold blood ) 
and not a few, by worſe then brutiſh alage in their Priſons; to 
violence, and violate mens conſciences , by forcing upon them 
the Proteſtation againſt the Parliament.

Beſides multitudes of profeſſed Neaters, ready to 
fall to the enemies, whereever they ſhall appear ſtronger, and 
inthe mean time, aftording as little help, as poſſible they can, 
the rather becauſe the worſt of the Parliaments exclaimed a- 
gainſt ſeverity, is courteſie tothe ordinary ulage of their adver- 
iaries againſt any that have inthe leaſt oppoied them.

The Lord T:ffe, having come from His Majeſty, with a 
Commiſſion to Treat with the Rebels for Peace, and ſhew- 
ing his Authority untothe Lords Juſticcs, defired their Li- 
cence to goeto Kilkenny, where the Rebels fit in Parliament, 
which was granted accordingly , in regard the Kings Broade 
Scale was tending , and commanding tothat purpoſe. The 
newes of this Meſſage being poſted into our cares, who were 
pertakers of the unparalleld Cruelties committed by the Re- 
bells agatoſt us, whereof your Ladyſhip was aneye witneſle, 
ſtroke us altogether intoan aſtoniſhment, when we rather e> 
pected a full revenge of our wrongs and miſcries, with a ſatis- 
faction of the loſle of our goods, and a hundred thouſand 
ſoules of our brethren,who periſht in this Rebellion,then 
clemency to he extended to the aRors of our woe: but 
Taffe goes to Kilkenny, where he is nobly entertained by the 
Rebells, and fx dayes aftcr,he ſent Propoſitions to the Seate, - 
tothis tee : 


- - Firſt, that they ſhould have a free Parliament,/ with their 
Roman Prelates,and dignitaries to fit in the Houſe.

Theſe Propoſitions being read, the Marqueſſe of Ormond 
was appointedto Treate withthem z-the appointed place was 
Trym, 2 garriſon Towne of ours, inthe County of Weft- 
meath, to which place reſorted from the Rebels the day ap- 
pointed,as Commiſfioners: The Lord a The Lord 
Viſcount of Ger menfowne, Sir lobn Mac Creh, and O Carral; 
ſo having mer , The Rebels infiſted very much upon the for- 
mer Propeſitions, which the Marqueſſe of Ormond , and Sir 
Francs Willoughby withſtood very ftoutly. 


The Treaty held three weeks, during which time, the Re- 
bells confiding in the greatnefle of the Lord Taffe, came into - 
Dublin daily fo familiar, and in ſuch multitudes, no man da- 
ring to controle them, pretending the Kings proteQion : inſo- 
much, that we were in a deadly fear, that the Caſtle of Dub- 
lin ſhould be ſurpriſed, and our throats cut in a night.

of armed Papits fince come over with the Queen, ard many have been 
very lately landed at Chefer, befiies thoſe that daily come from Wales 
and other parte. And many ot them , contrary to the £7 known Lug 
ot che Kingdom, advanced to places of truſt in the Kings Army, vie, 
Sir Joby Netterefield, Lord Barnwell and Sir Tohn Dangan his fonne, 
Teige, O Racke, divers of the Roches, and of O Kellics, Thomas Brady, a 
molt bloody and cruell Papiſt ; beſides thoſe that are in the Kings life- 
guard yea, there are ſome Franciſcan Friers and Jeluites that trequent- 
ly ſay Mafſe at Oxford and Abingron, formerly great Incendiaries in 
Ireland, as 4ntheny Mac Gobedon, Edmund O Rely, Brian O Jormely, 
Alarro che Phyſician,T bemas Nigent, and divers others ; in which if they 
thit doe profefſ* themielves P. oteſtants were not utterly blinded and 
{tupified, they would never thinke that they take up Armes for the de» 
fence andeſtabliſhing of the Proceſtane Religion in this Kingdom, when 
as it izoblerved by ſome perſons of note that have been among them, 
that the moſt of thoſe that are profeſſed Proteſtants there, live more like

peeches, and to ſoine Preachers, (whom they have countevan- 
ced, if net ſcat amonglt us )* that we have riot with-bolden from the

ParliameM what we bave ws v toſpare. Neither did we ſtoÞs--. 
heere (though our ſpeed was by this time well taken off ) but often 
and often ſince, partly out of feare, and partly out of hope , feare of 
being (after all this) reputed Malignants ( a name more odious then 
Turke, Pagan, or Papiſt) and hope at laſt of an Accommodation, (z 
mercy too great for this {infull Nation as yet to pertake of ) we haye 
ty our wives, Kindred, or friends, more then once ſn>miniſtred to 
the prefling neceſlities of the Parliaments forces.

This is the new vow and cave- 
nant taken by the Lords and Cemmons now aſſembled in Parlua- 
ment , and voted by them to be taken by the Armies and Kingdome, 
together with the IntroduRion , declaring the grounds and reaſons 
inducing them thereunto. 

I know it is not fit for private men to be too inquiſitive into,much 
lefle cenſorious of thedecrees and ordinances of publike States,-un- 
leſſe it be where ſuch decrecs and ordinances concerne the ſoules. 
and conſciences of men, and there every man is bouad both diligent- 
ly to examine, and diſcreetly to judge whatſoever is injoyned bim, 
vefore he ſubmit hymſclfe thereunto ; asalſo to counſel and m"_ 
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is brethren. Be pleaſed then, lt Brother (for fo I have ever 
called and eſtecmed yon) to give meleaveto acquiirt you with my 
thoughts , both of this Oath and its Introdution + and wherein I 
erre (as who is infallible? notthe Compoſers themſelves, much leſſe 
any private man , andlealt of allamy ſelfe, the weakeſt of tenthou- 
fand) I beſceech you be wy gentle correQor, and friendly inftructor. 
And fhr{t I begin with the ImtroduRtion.

16432. enrol CTopuaſubiieſ , that n6perfon ot 
perſors whatfoever,, being Popith Reculants , ſhoald come'to Hig 
Court, contrary tothe Law im tat caſe provided, or take any ofhce 
or place, or liſt himſelfe as adoutdier in His Service. And thouzh the 
King at the time of that-terrible bat*ell at Edgchill had admitted ſoine 
few Papiſts of eminent abilities in cotnmand and condudt into His 
Service; yet Heis graciouſly pleaſed to yeeld fuch a faire and rea- 
ſonable account thereof in His Declaration tu ill 'His loving Sud- 
jeas afrer Hislate viRtory againſt the Redclls on Sunday 23 of Ofto- 
ber 1642.2y muſt needs be to all that will credit the word of a King, 
moſt abundantly fatisfatory. And fince that, barrel, (thar make 
of fighting forthe Kihg being ther blowne off with their awne pri- 
ming powder )tisnot to be endured. in point of Hononr by any Pro- 
teftant that regards the honour of his Religion, that any ſhould ſay, 
the Papiſts have fo outſtript the Proteftants in loyalty, asto win the 
denomination of the K 55 Army to be Popiſh from their foperin- 
creaſing therein ; An Fi efled be the Lor.! for ir) they have not the 
leaſt caufe fo to brag, , for what cauſe ſoever others have been plea- 
{ed ſo te declare. Then forthe(Kings Army inthe Welt fo long un- 
der the command of that valiant and fucceficfull, religious and pious 
Sir Ralpb Hopton, I doe not remember that amongft all the lyes and 
flanders, all the calamnies and reproaches, that have been preached 
orprinted,, any have yet been fo wickedly impadentgas to call that 
Popiſh; orto affirme that any knowne Papiſts are liſtedin it. I am 
ſure both Houſes of Pazliament in their Ordinances made againſt Sir 
Ralph, and tus Forces {viz.that in June 27.1642. for the prevention 
of a moſt horrid, wicked and unnaturall defigne purſued by Sir Ka/ph 
Hopten, and his adherents &c. and that make the ſame day for the aſ- 
ſeſling of Malignants in the'Coun'y of Sommerſer, &c. ) never call 
any of thoſe that have aſliſted him or joyned with him Papiſts , but 
only Rebells and Traitors.

2 the Counties af Yorke, Nor 
thumberland, Weſtmerland , Cumberland, Lancaſhire, Cheſhire , 
&c. Novemb.23. 1642, They therein declare that the Papilts, and: 
other malignants , and ill affcRed perſons in thoſe Counties had en» 
tred iniO an aſſ>ciation, and cauſcd great Forces both of horſe and. 
foot to bc raiſed te aid and afliſt the Popiſh and malignant party.in 
thoſe parts;but.for allthis they doe not yet brand them with the name 
of a popifh Any, afterwards indeed whenthey had found that the 
name uf popyſh army. ſpread abroad (at I but now 131d) by Diurnalls, 
and 0:her lying and ſcanJalous pamphlets (the conſtant preſſures to 
prepare the way for more au'hentick Declarations) had ſomewhat. 
ſtar:led ani amazed the poore Country people : then we heare the 
ſtzl- of an Army of Papilts underthe command of the Earle of New- 
caſile, made uſe of, 8s wm that Declatation of the Houſe ef Commons 
Decemdb. 15.1642. the Declaration of the Lords and Commons ſtill 
retaining their former ſtile, Byt paſſe by the originall of that army : 
Nid that army as yet eyer mexit the name of. Popiſh ?- That. there 
were,and are more _Papilts in that army ,then'in all the Kings araues - 
throughout the Kingdome I do verily beleeve;thoſc Counties out of 
which it was raiſed abounding withPapiſts more then other counties 
by far. And yet we have beenaſſured from ſuch as deſerve our credit, 
that all the Papiſts in that army are. not a.bandfull in _comparifon of 
the whole body, not above one of fitty , and in allnot ſo many #8to 
make up two Regiments. But why hve.times ſo many Fanta? (if. 
there were ſa many in this KingJome ) ſhould riot be admittedto 
take up armes forthe defence of their Soyercigne , andirights 
apd lidertic of the. SubJjeRt , I never yet heard any argument . 
worth anſwering; nay bow the papiſts, or any for them , .could ans 
{wer their not taking up armes.infuch a caſe without incurring the . 
calle of high Treaſon , 1s paſt my reſolving. . And for the Proteſtant 
Religion, which they ſo mach hate, and the power and priviledge 
of Parliament, which they ſo much maligne; whereas it is objeRed., 
that it cannot be thought , that they ſhould fight tor the dctence of 
citiier of them : I doe conceive that if they might be let alone quet, 
and ſecure without intermedling, their love to cither is not ſo great 
as to inflame their ſpirits to ſuch a hazard'of their lives for their lakes; | 
bur the preſſing neceſlicies of the preſent times 1ngaging them Dig a, 
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War, and they finding the quarreil to be betwix: the ſafety of the 
Kings perſon, honour and eſtate, and the ambitious, ſeditious and re- 
bellious deſignes andettempts of ſome of His Subj. ts, betwix: Pro- 
teſtants, and ſome Anabaptiſts, Brownilts.and other Sefaries, Þ*- 
twixt the enjoying the jult power and priviledges of Parliament, 
together wich their owne lives, goods and eſtates, and the being 
fpoyled, robbed and deprive£d of all, or the molt of theſe by the ardi- 
trary power and priviledges of a few Lords aid Commons; tis "2 
wonder to ſee them to offer themſ{clves willingly to defend an 
maintain the former,rather thea to endure & ſuffep the latter. Beſides 
whenthe Prorpgttants in a KingJome arc imbroyled in a civill war 
amongſt themſelves, or with ay fgQious and ſchilmaticull perſons, 
it would not be wiſdome in them to tuffer the papilts to ſit quiet and 
fil ifchey ſhould defire it, left when they have weakned each other 
the papilts prove too ſtrong for both. But for fucther ſatisf1- 
&ion in this point, Trefer you to the Earle of Nemeaſtle his excellent 
Declaration to that purpoſe, andtothat witty andolid lettter of 4 
Worthy (whoſoever it was) to his friend in Leceilterſhire. 

Now theſe things premiſed, thus cleared , I cannot but wonder 
what is meant by the popiſh army which. hath been raiſcd, 2nd ts 
now on foot in divers mow of this Kingdome: had we been told that 
there is ſuchanarmy fiyingin divers parts of this Kiogdome, -if we 
could not have ſeen it, it might + ily have becn imputed tothe 
dulnefſe and weaknefſe of our ey-fight, or to our want of that light , 
whereby ſome are able to diſcover things that never were, butto 
lay there 18 ſuchan army on foot, and yet no more footſteps of it 
to befound, is totell us little lefſe then a miracle ,' and but of little 
more credit then thefc late oyracles which {ome of our new apolties 
bave boaſted of. ' Well but let us indulge them that name, ſering 
they who can call any things or perſons what chey pleaſe, are plea» 
ſed ſoto phraſe it. The army in the North whereof not above 
foure or five of an hundred are papiſts, is a popiſh army. . Bnet why 
then muſt 'it be beleeved that re is a po it army railcd aiid on 
foot in divers parts ofthis Kingdome ? Is it becauſ- there arc divers 
partsof the North wherein that army is, as Terk, 7 adcofer, Pomfrer, 
Wakefield, &c.and alltheſe are paris of this Kingdome; an exccltent 
topical 'argument to' pulſe 2 Lg man or 18 it becaule they 
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would have the poore long deceived people tohclecye, t 

much as the one part of The Hinge nee North is arm 
Popith, therefore all the Kings army that.is npw.jn ſeveral patts 
this King4ome, as Oxfordſhire, Dorſetſhire , Sammerſet{hire, De. 
vonſhire, Cornwcll, Staffordſhire and Worceſterſhire, &c. canfilts 
moſt of Papiits? certainly it is in this latter ſenſe that they deſire the 
phraſe Popiſh army may be underftgod;,. or elſe it would prove but 
of very litle force to perſwade the common people (who dlefſed be 
God do generally regent 6p to conceiveſo much evil 
ofthe Kings army, asSthey would poſſeſſe them withall,or c)ſc to be- 
leevethat there is from them any cauſe of fearing the ſudverſionof 
the ttuereformed Proteſtant Rebgion, and. ſo of entring intoanoath 
or covenant to doe ſuch and fac things as thenew Oathrequires. 
And by this time I hope you will excuſe me if I doe not beleeve that 
there is a Po»ith army. raiſed, and on foot indivers parts of this Kings 
dome. Thirdly, I abhor to let itenterinto my thaugihts , that auy 
artny israiſed by the King ( a8 is afficmed) for the ſu2verſion of the 
true Proteſtant Religion. The Preacher couninds mein Gods: 
name (whatſoever ſome preachers teach ther people 1a their owne 
and their Maſters) not to cuiſe the King, nv ngtin ny thougats, Ec» 
cleſ.10.20. but ſhquld I thinke that the Kingintends by His Army 
now. on foot , or by any other way or meanes,, to ſupvertthe true. 
Proteſtant Reformed Religi-nzzhuugh 1 ſhout not for, all that curls 
Him no not in my thoughts, yet I miiſt-needs think Him the paoſt ace 
curſed King that ever breathed, He having made ſo many ſolemne 
oaths,vows and proteftations, with molt deep imprecations annexed 
both to live and dye in the true Reformed Proteitant Religion hin 
ſelfe, and ts maintaine and defend irin His Subjz&ts. 1 will mi 
youonly of that one in the head of His Army, .Septeny. 19.;164a,, 4; 
promiſe in the preſence of Almighty God ,, and as T hope far bu bleſſing and. 
proteilion , that [ will to the utmoſt of my power defen d and maingwns the: 
true Reformed Proteſtant Religion eftabliſhed in the (hurchof England, 
and by the Grace of Godin the ſame will live and dye, 1c, And tor the: 
liderty of the Subje& ,” togethes with the. juſt, priviledges gnd frees, 
deme poſunege: Hedid both at that time, and ſundry other with 
the like ſolemaly vow and ſweare their defence and mantainance 4 


Now can it bee thought by any (bur ſuch. whoſe hong Ml: 
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thoughts of iniquity, E/ax 59.7. ) .. A a Conftant 2atud farhfull 
Defemter of the trae-Proteitant Religionfor ſo many yearcs ag1inlt 
ſo many plots and atrempts, intimaced:by this very Declaration,and 
after ſo many and ſo ſolemne caths,vows and proteftations , ' ſhould 
now raife an Army tofubvert that Religion, and when it was raiſed 
topromiſe againe 1a the very head of that ArmyHis beſt and utmoſt 
defence of the ſame, calling God to witnefſe with Him, and defiring 
netther blefling nor protection from Him, but according as He reſol- 
ved to make good that promiſe and proteftation; doubtleſſe there is 
yery nigh as much faith in Infidels , and as much charity in the dam- 
ned ſpirits as there is in theſe men that can beleeve ſuch a flander, or 
entortaitiſuch a fuſpition. : 

Inthe Declaration of the Lords and Commons to the Kingdome, 
andito the World, ORtob. 22. 1642. they accountthe profeiling of 
any thing inthe fight of God,the ttrongett obligation that any Chri= 
ſtan, and the mott felemne publike faith that any ſuch ſtate as a Pare 
Lament can g1ve. They then that will not credit the Jike profeſſion 
made by a Kang, muſt neither thinke him a Chnftian, nor eſteem hin 
a King. Bulides, were there any 1o wicketily zuncharitableand diſc 
loyali, as to 3zmaginethat the King had-an intentionto ſubvert the 
truce Reformed Proteſtant Religion. . Yet how can they think both 
him, and his evill counſctlors, rogether with the Popiſh party about 
him (asevery pamphlet takes the liberty, moſttraiterouſly, to pont< 
tray him and his royill kttendabrts) to be att fo weak and ſimple, as to 
rayſe an army forthe'purſuance of that intent, jaſt atthat tume,when 
oreater forces of ”roteſtants(as they would be A either 
aAually rayſed, or ready to riſe, then'he or they could by the eye of 
fleſh ſce any. pothibiliry: of Jevying:;: and when he wanted both mo- 
aey andarmes for thoſe few, that ihe might hape t levie z without 

doubt , if there had beene any factipurpoſe.; that time of all other 
would not.have been choſen fer the opportunity. Theſe reaſonsare 
ef fuch forcewith-me, that the firſt reaſon alleadged for the taking 
this Oath ſeemes to mee, (to ſay the leaſt of it ) altogther unrea-

Before I part from this reaſon,ſufferme, I beſcech you, to beſprir> 
kle a few teares on it , andto pant forth a few broken ejzcnlations 
concerning thoſe that allcadge it : Mourne on my ſoule. Oh ,'that 
my head were waters, and mince eyes a fountayne of teares, that 1 
might weepe day and night for the ſlaine of the daughter of my peo» 
ple. Jer. 9 1. How are thy mighty men, O England, fallen inthe 
mid(t of the battell ? 2.Sam. 1.25. Yea, how are they ſiaine fromone 
end of the Land to the other ? How have the carkaſes of thy people 
becne made as dung upon the open field ? Oh thou ſword of the 
Lerd, how long willitbe ere thou be quiet ? put up thy felfe into thy 
fcabbard, reſt, and veſtill. But how canſt thonbe quiet, feeing the 
Lord hath given thee a charge againſt this Land ? OGod of mercies, 
as well as Lord of Hofts, we acknowledge that we have deferved it, 
and we fee to ourterrour, that they , whom we too much relied os 
forthe {ctling our peace, have ſworne themſclves, and would ſwear 
us into a perpetuall warre; but we hope thou haſt not yet paſſed ſuch 
«decree againſt us. Spare us therefore', we humbly beſcechthee, 
ohſparethy people, whom thou haſt redeemed'with thy pretious 
blood,and let not the ſword bemade drunke with blood any longer, 
nor let drunkenneſfe of ſpirit, we intreat thee , ſeaſe upon our Prin- 
ces and our wiſe men, our Captaines and our Rulers, and'our mighty 
men, te cauſe them tofſteepe a perpetualleep ; but Lord doe then 
awaken both them and us, that we may yetat laſt in this our day of 
viſttuijon, fre and feeke thoſe things that concerne our peace. 

And now I goe on to the third reaſon or ground. The Lords and 
Commons tare teclarcd , ' thattherc hath beene a REESE = 
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horrid defigne lately diſcovered , by the great bleſſing and eſpecial 
providence of God, of divers perſons to joine themſelves with the 
aries rayſ{cd by the King, and to deſtroy the fotces rayſcd by the 
Lords and Commons in Parliament, to ſurpriſe the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, with the Suburbes, and by armes to force the Par- 
lament. | 
If there hath beene a treacherous and horrid defi ne Jately diſco- 
vered by the great bleſſing and cſpeciall providence of God, we are 
all bound upon the knowledge thereof, to magnitie Gods mercy and 
goodnefſe, and to extoll his power and providence forit, and that 
man ſhall not want for a curſe that (hall ſlight or undervalue fo great 
2 bleſſing : but I ſee ne reaſon why we ſhould therupon, or for that 
eauſe, ruſh preſently into a vow or covenant, and run our Soules un- 
to a farre greater hazard then our Bodies were delivered from. But, 
it may be,1t was ſuch a treacherous and horrid defigne , as may re- 
uire a vow and covenant forthwith to bee made by us : Tis fit wee 
freuld throughly examine whether it be or not,leſt otherwiſe we be 
guilty of taking Gods name in vaine in the higheſt degree. Allthat 
1s made knowne to us concerning this treacherons and horrid defign 
by the IntroduRion to this oath ( from which the takers thereof are 
to receive their ſureſt information , and by which priocipally they 
are to be induced to take 1t) is only this. There was a deſigne of d- 
vers perſons for theſe fowreends: 1. To joyn themſelves with the 
arnues rayfcd by the King. 2. To deſtroy the forces rayſed by the 
Lords and Commons in Parliament. 3. To fſurpriſc the Citics of 
London and Weſtminſter, with the Suburbes. 4. To force the Par- 


 banentby armes. Now let us looke upon this defigne a while, 


With a firgle, cleare, open cie, neither ſquint nor blood-ſhotgneither 
with a magnifying, nor with a tormidablc-falf. -rendring glaſle, and 
diſcoyer if we can, wherein the treacherouſnefle and horriaucflc of 
it les, For the firſt intent of the defigne. The joyning of divers 
peiforis with the armies rayſed by the King, tis fo far from treache: y 
and hortjdnefle, that he that is an Engliſh man, can ſcarce avoyd the 
being a Traytor, and fo moſt horrid , that doth ro: ſo joine hunſclfe 
with thoſe Armics in ſome way or other , wherein he is bcft able to 
doe his Sovcreigne ſervice ; and for the diſcovery thereoftis well 


knowne not to be ſolately as is pretended, the Loxds and Gmment 
C | thom- 


themſelves bavingdeclared it ofren and often, and that long ſince in 
ſwadry- Declarations. But that ejtherthoſg perſons, or thoſe armics. 
with whom they joine, doe aimeat , orintend the deſtroyingrthe 
forces rayſed by the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, 
or the ſurpriſing the Cities of Londonand Weltminiter,with the Sub» 
urbes, or the forcing the Parliament by armes ( though they haveall 
three beene a long time ſpoken of, and two of them again and-again 
inſiſted upon by the Lords and Commons in their Orders and Ordi- 
rances) hath never to thisday been prooved , but on the contrary,fo 
deeply and folemnly have all theſe aimes beene proteſted and {worn 
againſt by the King himſelfe, a>:d are ready (.if that would —_ 
- {atjisfaction) to be difclaimed and renounced upon the oaths of thoſe. 
armics, and the perſons joyning withthem; that were all other re- 
4ll, but concealed, j-alouſies and feares as cafie to be removed, as 
thoſe three now pretended , all ſuch forces on both fides would bee 
{ocne disbanded, an1theſe unnaturall and unchriſtian'warres ſpeedi- 
ly.ended. This indeed is to be expeRted , and cannot well be-aveys- 
ved, it after ſommany and ſo gratious overtures of peace, pardon, and 
al {weet accommodation made by his Sacred Majeſty , the forces. 
rayſcd by the Lords and Commons ſhall not only refuſe to lay down 
their artnes, butuſe them (aS hitherto they have ) to the ſubverſion 
both of the Difciplinoand: )rder, a$alfo of the DaQrine and Wor- 
ſhip of God cſtablithedin our Church, to indangerivg the Kings 
perſon, the conſuwption of his treaſure and eſtate, and totie damage. 
and ruine of his whole Kingdome : and if the Cities-of London and 
Weltimoſter, with the Suburbs thereof, ſhall, as formerly they have, 
Joine withthem , andayd and aſlilt them , both with men, mony, 
«7mes, and other wathike provilion, and if ſome of the Members of 
cirher or both Hovles of Parliament, ſhall countenance,encourage, 
jultife and inaintaine all theſe ungodly ations, againſt his Majc- 
{ties Royall Perſon, Crowne, and'/Digni:y , Who can blame either 
thofe armies rayſed by the King , or thoſe perſons that jayne with. 
thein, if they ſhall do their utmoſt, to ſubdue or delſtroy-thole forces, 
ta ſurpriſe or bring into ſubjcRion thoſe Cities, and to force or ſome 
other way to reduce theſe Membets to their daty. and allegiance? 
Nay, what Chnſtian or Heathen Subje&s would not in ſuch a cafe 
cx4e out agauiſitacm now , apd riſe up ia judgement agaialtibem 
heere- 
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beereafter, ifthey ſhould Cd erwil ? And therefore if this bee 
the Deſigne ſo much talked of, as for my part I- believe it is, what 
loyall ſubj-R can ſay , he had no hand int ? and who but hee that 
bath had no hand init, dare ſay, it waseyther treacherous or borrid ? 
Ob, but Mr. Pym hath declared it ſo to be , in his ſpeechat a Com- 
mon-hall in London, 7«ne 8. 1643. wherein hee ſhewes the inten: i- 
ons of that Deſigne to be no lefle then theſe.

Bleſſed be the Lord for it, heer is no intention diſcovered of mur- 
thering or butcheripg any of the Kings children , . or of any of the 
Citizens , ur ofany of the Members of cither Houſes of Parlizment; 
no not of the perſonsnamed ; neither is there heere any reſolution 
intimated of blowing up any part of London or Weſtminſter, 'or ef 
firing any heuſe therein, but only of taking the _ Children into 
their cuſtody, of laying bold on certaine Lords and Commons , and 
of ſcifing the Militia, &c. and this, it ſeemes, in the ſenſe of the can- 
trivers of this Oath, is to.deſtroy the forces rayſed by the Lords and 
Commons, to ſurpriſe the Cities of London and Weltminſter, and by 
armes to force the Parliament, and all this a treacherous and horrid 
Deſign. But how is that made good? Surely the taking of the Kin 
Children into their cultody, (if it were any part ofthe Deſigne ) 1s 
not thought by the Lords and Commons themſelves , to have auch 
treachery or horridnes in it, bowſocver Mr. Pym (to ſhew his fupera- 
bur:dant care of thoſe hopefull branches, for their Royall Stemmes 
ſake) was pleaſed to make that the firſt branch of that treacherous 
and borrid Deſigne : neither can the releaſing of the priſoncis come

well judged to have mpeb treachery or horridneſſe in it : for alas, 
poore unarmed men all, (men adhorring treachery and all horrzd de- 
fignes ſo much, that the greateſt cauſe of mott of their 1mpriſon- 
ment, is their declaming againſt, and not contributing or conſenting 
unto that Deſizne, which they know to be both trayterous and hor- 
rid) what cou'd they have done, kad they beene releaſed ? It would 
be {afcft for them, if there ſhould be at'y combultion or mutiny in the 
City or Su'ucbs (which God forbid ) not to'come forth of their pri- 
ſons though they were intreated. Perhaps indeed the making of a 
Declaration to ſ'isfie the people, might have advanced the Deſigne 
not a little ; for, it ſeemesby Mr. Pyms ſpecch, it was ſome notable, 
faire, well-compos'd peece, carrying a molt ſpecious ſhew of muck 
intended goodnefle : viz. The preſervation of Religion, the peſer» 
vation of the Kings Prerogative, and the preſervation of the Liber. 
ties of the SubjeR,and the priviledges of Parliament ; and the com- 
poſers thereof were very confident (as Mr. Pymintimates) of the 
peoples cred:ting and believing it: for that a thouſand of them were 
to-be printed, and they tobe ſet upon Poſts and Gates 1n the moſt 


conſiderable places of the City, and to be diſperſed, as much as they 


could, againſt the time that the Deſigne ſhould be put in execution, 
aS if that would cleare all their intentions, and convince the people 
of their integrity in undertaking that buſineſſe, And to tell you my 
judgement of it, for ſo much as I can collet from Mr. Pym, it was 
(uch apiece of a treacherous Deſigne, that Mr. Pyzz was afraid,that 
it would have gone neer to have betrayed the people into their wits 
againe; perhaps into their Religion and loyalty, if not into foe of 
their Eſtates and Liberties : and therefore he lets it not paſſe without 
paſſing this moſt obſervable Sentence on it , ratified from his owne 


| _ and experience. There be no defignes bee they never foil, 


ut they doe put on a maske of ſome good ; for that which isabſe- 
Jucely and apparantly evill, hathno congruity with the willof man, 
and therefore the worlt of evills are undertaken under a ſhew and 


| ſhadowof goodnefie : ſound doftine, and an excellent caution, 1 


confefle : would to God the people had beene better inſtruted in 
it, and more mindfull of it in theſe times : but yet with reverence to 
that great Speaker be it ſpoken, If that intended Declaration which 
he ſpeakes of, were wortby of no other blame, but its appearing ſo 
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, (19 
extraordinary faite and fpecions (as wo there any other reall exce- 
p:tonagainſt it, donbtlefle that quick-fighted Gentleman would not 
have balked it) I ſee no reaſon, why becauſe by often and late expe- 
rience it hath beene found , that ſome Declarations full of Treache- 
ry and Miſchiefe, have appeared faire in ſhew, therefore this Decla- 
ration full of loyalty and goodnefle, ſhoul1i be thought treacherous 
and m:ſchicvous, only becauſe it was faire in appearance. But then 
for the other two parts of the deſigne, viz. the laying hold on thoſe 
peaſons named , and the ſeifing upon the Militia and Magazines of 
London and Weſtminſter, together with thoſe that now are the 
prime managers a::d diſyoſers thereof ; that theſe were the ready 
way to deitroy the fo:Cesravſed by the Parliament, to farpriſe thoſe 
Cities, ard to torce the Par'jawent, ſeemes clearly to be demonſtra- 
ted ty the forenan.e1 City Orator, Take only the extradt of his Ar- 
ev ments inthe caſe, The feifing upon the Militia of London and 
Wc.ltwi ter, muſt needs bea ſurpriſing of thoſe Cities them(clves : 
the ſoro:1ſing of thoſe Cities, 18 a deſtroying of the forces rayſed by 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament, if not by force, yet by want 
of to>plv and maintenance, (obſerve by the way, what maner of de- 
futon intended 2gainfithe Parliaments forces, 1s heere acknows- 
ledged : ) and if the forces rayſed by the Parliament, were once de- 
ſtroyed, (ihat is, wanted ſapply and maintenance) and then (which 

1sthe molt tcrritle ) if thoſe named Members of both Houſes, and 
ſome fe v7 others of their temper and ſpirit , together with their faſt 
friends and ſworne flaves of the City, were once layd hold on, the 

reſt of both thoſe Honourable Rouſes, being but the carkaſe and ſha- 
dow of a Patliament, (as Mr. Pym 1n bis Common- hall ſpeech, doth 
not only call, but labour :o prove them) alas, what would they doe ? 
certainly that carb aſe would move inno other motian, then accord- 
ing aSthereturning ſoule, ( tne known Lawes of the Land, and the 

Jult priviledges of Parliamen:) would teere it, and not according as 

every furious and fatious {\5irtt (hould thinke to hurry it : and queſti- 

onlefle, that ſhadow iwould not follow any other, then its owne full, 
compleat, repreſentative Body ; not a cloſe Commitree , or a few 

ſeditious, rebellious Citizens. And then tis likely, there would be a 

ſweet correſpondencc betwixt the King and them, the King yecld- 

ue obſervance be willing to 
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ropound to hich, and they granting to he King 2S much as he couli 
a5; honcur deſire of — Sp aly would be fuch a forcing 
ef the Parliament, as this Kingdome hath not knowne theſe many 
yecres : and yet all this is farre enough from a treacherous and horrid 
deſigene. Only thus much (we humbly thanke him for it) Mr. Pym 
diſcovery renders viſible to every eye , that will not ſhut it ſelte z- 
gainſt the light. That were but the Militia of the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, with their Magazines in ſome mens hands, with 
whom, (as hath beene at large declared by able and ſound Lawyers) 
the King may of right intruſt it ; and were but the maintenance and 
fupply which thoſe two Cities ſubminiter to the Parliaments army, 
withheld or ſtopt, and then (which would fellow ef it ſelfc, unleſſ: 
they made the mere haſte to flic fromit ) were but ſome few Mem- 
bers of both Houſes, together with ſome buſie Citizens, laid hold on, 
and laid up in hold, (as there are priſons enough, and to ſpare, read 
provided, in and about London) till they could be brought to aleg 
eriall for that Treaſon, whereof by Proclamation they Rand charged 
by the King , our Land would ſoone enjoy her glorious reſt and 
peace again : nay, happily if the laſt were but ated, we ſhould (pee- 
dily ſee the laſt AR of this bloody Tragedy ( wherein this miſerable 
Kingdome is ingaged ) hiſt off, and beaten off the Stage, by its grea- 
teſt Applauders. And therefore were thoſe few perſons, at whem 
the late ſtrange, treacherous, herrid deſigne aymed, men of that pie- 
ty towards God,and of that tender compaſſion and bowels towards 
their bleedipg and periſhing Country that they pretend to be, they 
would, fenab-like, ( now they ſee the Church and State , wherein 
they are imbarqued, ready to be overwhelmed or ſplit,by the boyſte- 
rous waves and tempeſtuous windes of theſe raging times, and prin- 
cipally for their ſakes) deliver themſelves up to be caſt forth, or 6- 
therwiſe expoſed, even to death it ſelfe, that therewmight be a calm: 
and likewiſe they that have hitherto rowed them , (now they have 
ſhewne thcir love and affcRion to them, in, rowing ſo. hard to {et 
them ſafe on ſhare , and ſce that they cannot , theſea working and 
growy'g more and more tempeſtuous againſt them, -by the mighty 
coworking of him that commands both ica and wind, and they obey 
mmm ) Wethinks they ſhould, {after prayers and cries to God, to keep 
£41 irc: the guilt of their þlood) not take them up, and caft _ 
ort 
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. forth into. the,ſca, but ſhut them up, and Keepe them ſafe, till they fre 


whether a. juſt and legall triall, (fo eften demanded ywilljadge them 
worthy to be caſt forth or not ;- and if it appear they fo deſerve, I 
hope it is ncither trajtercus ncr horrid to fay ,, it were beteerthat 
milſtones were hangedabout theirnecks, and they caſt into the box- 
rome of the ſca,then that the whole Kingdome for their ſakes thould 
be calt away and periſh. 

And thus we have viewed the three maine pillars ron whichthe 
ſtruRure of this new oath is built, Now fearing leſt all three migat 
prove too weake to raife ſach a weighty building upon, there 1s a 
buttreſſe or by-arch joyned to them all for their better underprop- 
ping plaiſtred over with theſe werds. And the ſaid Lords and Com- 


mons finding by conſtant experience, that many wayes of force and 


treachery are continually attempted to bring to utter ruine and de- 
ſtrutionthe Parliament and Kingdom, and that which isdeareft the

true Proteſtant Religion. : 
| This Arch is made up of the ſame. materialls with the three maine 
pillars, and ſo it is not materiall whether any other examination bee 


'made of it or not , for they ſtand and fall together, only we may, ov- 


ſerve, if you pleaſe , that whereas we weretold but of one Popiſh 
and traiterous plot that hath been and now is for the ſubverſion of 
the true Proteſtant Reformed Religion, &Cc. . aSalſo but of one 
treaCherous and horrid defigne,and that lately diſcovered to deſtroy 
&c. here we are invited (if not commanded) to beleeve that many 
wayes of force and treachery are continually attempted for the ſame 
ends, It ſeems theſe many waycs of force and treachery that have 
been found by conſtant experience to be continually attempted to 
briog'to atter ruine and deſtrution the Parliament and Kingdome , 
and the true Proteſtant Religion, were fuch, as werenot worthy of 
the name of plots ordelignes , at lealt not Popiſh plots or horrid de- 
ſignes; or elſe they were very unworthy ,, who having found.them 
out, would not.to this day diſcover what they were; for beſides the 
bringing up of the Nortnerne Army, and the King going once more 
then ordinarily attended to ſarprite the five Memoers ( which mult 
needs be included inthe Popiſh and traiterous ploc ficlt mentioned, 
and hath been againe and againe an'wered by His ſucred Maj _ 


we never heard (till now thus traiterous and borrjd deligac was dif- 
| | cove- 
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eovered)of any one way of force or treachery,that ever was affaped 
to compaſle any of the ends here declared : But ſomething mult bee 
ſaid to ſcare the people{f it be poſſible) quite cut of their wits, Toy- 
alty, Religion and all, or cle this grand plot of plots , and deſigne 
of deſygnes, the taking of this new Oath will hardly take eff-. 

Theſe premiſes being laid , this concluſion ts inforced , That for 
the preventing and withſtanding the ſame,they have thought fit,that 
all, who are true hearted, and lovers of theit Ceuntry ſhould binde 
themſelves each te other in a ſacred Vow and Covenant, &c. 

Now although (as you knovy } the premiſes being falſe , the con- 
cluſion alwayes falls of it ſelfe;yet becwuſe there is more crowded in- 
to this concluſion , then can be inferred from the premiſes, and we 
are like to be force to hold rothe conclufion whatſoever the pre- 
miſes are, i: will not be amiſle toſpeake a word or two of that alſo.

Commois have thought h-,&c.

not worſe) ot take it not, and be piund: c9, :mprifo... dy if notbant- 
ſhed from houſe and Couny , will be ali t «© libecty our oppre ſicd 
coniciences ſhall obtaine.' Burt nor to pre Jadyge or prophelie. Take 
the expreſſion as it is, They tave th: ught fir ſuchva Vow or Cove- 
nant ſhou'd be made by all that are, &©. and t1s not fiethat any that 
are ſuch ſhould ſcruple ir. W-1!, but 1t the taking this ſolemne oathy 
or making this ſacred Vow an1 Cov nant, be but a thing fi:tiag and 
ConV-nmic at, ang not of ex'rao dinary, muCh lefle of ex'ream nece [Ti 
ty : it hath ever been arutcd cat in Divinity , thata folemne oath, 
ſacred vow or covena:it eught not infuch a Caſe to be required of 
made. B.fides, (which 1 muit againe and againe puc you 11 winde 
of }1f all;that is declared in the incroduRion to this oath were truc,& 
knowne to usallſorote :; We have lately ſo ſolemnly proteſted and 
ſworne in that Proteitation or oath recommended unto us from the 
Houſe of Commons, Thzt tg our power , and as far as lawfully we 
may

vey, we will appoſe, atd by all good wayes atid meanes erfleayeur: 
tobring to condigne punifhment all ſuch , as ſhall either by force, 
plots, conſpiracies or otherwiſe, doe any thing contrary to the true 
reformed Proteſtant Religion eſtabliſhed , ( ſo fareſpecially as that 
is oppolite to Popery, or Popifh innovations ) or againſt His Maje- 
{ties royall Perſon , Honour, and Eſtate, or againlt the power and 
priviledges of Parliament , or againſt the lawtull rights and liberties 
of the SubjeR, or againſt any perſon that made that proteſtation in 
whatſoever he ſhould doe in the lawfuil purſuance of the ſame; that 
ifthere be no more aimed at inthe nes 0 this oath, then what is 
lawfull, zuſt, and faire, inany er all thoſe pretended grounds or rea» 
fons alledged in the introdaRtion for that purpoſe, we havealready 
3S deeply and firmly 1ngaged and bound our ſelves thereuntoas any 
Chriſtian can poſſibly require us. They have but little charity, who 
after an oath made cf ſuch and ſuch things ſolateiy; ſhall vow againe 
require another oath to beraken for the confirmation of the fame 
things. Furthermore,when theKing in his going agaiuſt theScots,did 
at York cauſe an oath to be tendred to theLords and otkers then at- 
tending His ſacred Perſon, it was anſwered by the Lords , and that 
anſwer accepted and refted in by His Majeſty,thatthey humbly cone 
ceived, that no oath ought to be tendred either tothem, or to any o- 
ther His Majeſties SubzeRts, but what Himſclfe and the Lords and 
Commons afſembledin Parlia. kad firſt conſented unto. And(which 
cangot beſo foone forgotten ) at the beginning of this Parliament , 
that unhappy oath compoſed by that unfortunate Convocation, and 
afleated unto by the King , was by the Honſe of Commons (and by 
the Houſe of Lords too, 1f I much miſtake not) utterly damned, (2s 
the exprefion then was) and the Members of the Convocation 
judged guilty of little lefſe then a premannire, for that it was by them 
decreed te be tendred to the Subje& without any at paflcd in Par» 
liament for the ſame. We beſcech them therefore, that that which 
was thought reaſon and Law then., may not 'be {o ſoone not only 
thought none, but the flat contrary thought fit, and practiſed by the 
lame perſons. 

It follewes in the inference, That all that are true hearted and los 
vers of their Country ſhould binde themſelves, &c, | 


Theſe are conjuring words to the Country people , and of very 
D large

largs compaſſe z hid they declared, that all that are trveheartedy; 
and lovers of the tras Proteſtant Reformed Religion, ſhould binde 
themſelves, &c. it might have made Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, Brownilts, 
and ſach like to have itartled at it; whereas this calling uponall 
that are true hearted and lovers of their Country , may chanceto 
fe:chthem and all in; and the truth 1s; let each part of this-oath bee 
throughly ſcanned , there will be very lutle or nottung found init, 
out what all Papiſts, Anabaptilts, and Browniſts, that thinke them- 
{elves intheir owne ſenſe true hearted and lovers of their Country , 
ind have not takenthe oath of Allegiance, Supremancy , and the 
izR-Uroteſtation, may more ſafely ſweare , vow, or Covenant, then 
they that are true hearted Proteltants, and reall lovers of the Refor- 
med Protcſtant Religion eſtabliſhed in the Church of England. All 
that 4 can ſee which may cauſe them to ſcruple it, is this : They mult 
ſweare that they do in their conſciences beleeve, That the forces 
raiſed and continued by the two Houles of Parliament, are raiſed 
and continued for the detence of the true Proteſtant Religion,&c. 
atid that they will aſlilt thoſe forces againſithe forces raiſed by the 
Kmg. AndI befcech you, why may not Papilts, Anabaptiſts and 
Brownilis, both bel:eve this in their conſciences, and yecld this. 
aſhitance; as well; or better then any true hearted Proteſtant, that 
16ves the true: Reformed Proteſtant Religian eftabliſhed. Andit 
mit necdsbe.thopght very fic, that fucha ficred vow and covenant: 
be made and,taken vy us true hearted Subjeats and lovers of thetrue 
Proteſtant Religion , for the defence of our Religion and Liberties, 
which ſuch proteſſedenemies to our Religion and Liberties, may. 
with more {afety of conſcience make or take then we. 

But not to dwell any longer apon the. Introduction. In the laſt 
place, it will not be emiſſe to obferve , under what Names this new: 
Oath 1srecommended unto us: via Under the names of a ſacred. 
mow and covenant. I doe not uſe to baggle at Names ; but theſe are 
the times of Jealouſies and Feares, and 1t cannot bee expected but 
ieme willbe tearefull and jealous of the Declarations and Ations of 
the Lerds and Commons now aſſembled in Parhament , as:well as. 
they have beene, and ſtill are of.others ; and therefore, I truſt; tis a 
pardonadie ſinne,(it any ):o ſay,I like this Qath fomwhat the _ 
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for its appearing to us , under that borrowed name'of ficred vouy * 
and covenant, and not under its owne proper name, An Oath. 1 
ever ſuſpeted the ſhifting of Names; and I won!d faine know ſome 
reaſon ( if it might be imparted to ſuch a one as [ am) why it thout 
not (being an atteſtation, or calling Go to witnes for the confir- 
mation of what is aſſerted or promiſed, which is 45 full, compleate, 
and formall an Oath, as can be taken ) be tendred unto us nader the 
name of an oath, rather then under the name of a ſacred vow and co 
venant? Is 1t to facilitate the taking of it ? there being many thou- 
{ands of the ordinary fort of people, that feare the taking of an oath, 
eſpecially a folemne ,publike oath, having beene ofcen tanght the 
perill of 1t; who will never ſtartle at the making a vow or covenant 
being leſle inſtrufted, 1f not altogether ignorant of the nature of it, 
Or are not thele borrowed names ufed, to'hold the people more-ful- 
ly and firmly to this oath, when tis once taken? $0 thar, if the peo- 
ple after this cath taken, ſhould begin ts doubt , whether it bee not * 
flatly contrary to their oath of Allegiance, to their oxth of Suprema- 
cy,and to their late Proteltation, (as without doubt it'is) and there- 
upon either thinke this oath abſolutely void , or: queſtion whether 
this or the former oathes were the more obliging, it would be an ad- 
vantage which the Time-ſerving-Preachers would not let (lip,to tell 
the people, That this their laſt oath is to be held to, before all their 
tormer ; becauſeit is not only an oath, as they were,but alſo a ſacred 
vow and covenant, I am ſure leſſe advantages have beene made uſe 
of by thoſe new Teachers, But no more of the Name, wiſhing from 
my foule that it had never beene named amongſt Chriſtians. 

Come weto the Oathit ſeife, Concerning which, for the ſatif. 
tying of my owne conſcience, and the conſciences of as many as 
you ſhall pleaſe to acquaint therewith, I defire that one rule for the 
right taking ofan oath may be throughly conſidered , and each part 
of this preſent Oath , examined according to that Rule. The Rule 
is that of Gods own preſcribing, by his Prophet Jeremiah, 4.2. Thon 
ſhalt ſweare, The Lord liveth, in Truth, in Indgement, and in Righ- 
teouſnefle : that is, in few words: Thou fhalt fweare to nothing, cal- 
ling God, who liveth for ever, as a witneſſe thercunto , but what is 
True, and what thou knowek and art ſure of , and what is juſt and 


righteous, Theſe three qualfications ought to bee the boundaries 
| D 2 and 
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| and limits of every oath ; and hee finneth highly againſt the expreſlh 
| ne of God , and fo hazards his Sole in a molt perilous ma. 
ner, that fayleth in any one of theſe. According unto. theſe then, let 
us in the Name of God examine the ſeverall parts of this new 
Oath. 5. : . 

Firſt, every man that taketh this Oath 1s required todeclare, and 
that in reverence and humility to the Divine Majcſty , and ( astisin 
the cloſe of the oath) in the preſence of Almighty God the ſearcher 
of all hearts, as he will anſwer at the great day when the ſecrets of 
all kearts ſhall be diſcloſed , his hearty forrow for tis ownelinnes, 
and the finnes of this Nation, &c. and that his true intention js by 
Gods grace to endeyour the amenIment of his owne wayes. Con 
cerning which I propound theſe two Zueresr. ; 

1. ©xer. How thouſands and ten thouſands 1n this Nation can 
ſwear this in Truth, when as, poore ſouls, if all ſhould take this oath 
+ that are by this Ordinance required, tis to be feared there would be 
no fewer, whoſe very hearts wonld give their mouthesthelie, and 
whole very immediat ations would teſtifie againſt them'to the con- 
trary : for , alas, how few are there who attaine to that herght of 
2race and goodnes, asto be heartily ſorry cither for their owne ſing, 
or the finnes of the Nation ? Oh that there were ſuch an heart in 
them { ſayd God once of Ifrae!, when they all promiſed that they 
would hcare whatſoever God ſpake-to Moſes and doe it ) that the 
would feare mc, and keepe all my commandements alwaics, that it 
might be well with them, and with their children for ever : and, oh, 
that there were: now tuch an heart in us all of this Nation , will alt 
good men with, that we would all in earneſt be heartily forry for our 
owne {innes, and the finnes ofthis Nation ; and that wee did really 
intend an amendment of our owne wayes:: for then; ts bee fure, if 
would be wel! with ws, and with our children after ns. But for fs 
many thouſands, nay the molt of us, to declare,and {weare this in the 
preſence of Almighty God, the ſearcher of all kearts, whenboth 
God that ſearcheth our hearts,and our own hearts themſelves know, 
that 1t iS not {o : what will this doe, but infinitely addeto or finnes, 
ad ome God toadde to our calamities and judgements doth 
perſonal and Nationall ? How. many fowle, abominable, crying 
nnes.arcthere, whereof you and I know multitades,. ( I would _ 
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cond cxewpt the Impoſers of this new Oath) to beedeeply-guilty, 
which the moſt of them wull noe acknowledge to be ſinnes,bur juſti» 
fie themſelves inthem, fo far as they are from being heart]  forry 
for them , or intending any amendment of them. Asfor inſtance, 
uncharitablenes, lying, flandering, rapine,opprefſion, diſobedience, 
blooſhed,and rebellion; and yet they that are moſt conſcious of ſuch 
crimes will, (tis likely. ) withthe firſt declare or ſweare in the pre- 
ſence of Almighty God , and as they witlanfwer itat the great day, 
&c. that they are heartily ſorry for their owne linnes, &c. and in- 
tend amendment. Thus whillt we profefle to enter into a ſacred co- 
venant, and by that to binde our felves to bewaile and forſake our 
Ganes , (the acknowledged canfes of our prefent calamities and 
judgements) we doe but mocke God, ſpeaking words and fwearing 
fallly in making a covenant, which makes eur judgements to grow 
the more,ſpringing ap hke bemlocke in furrowes of the field, Hoſea 
10.4. Let us then pray, and that earneſtly, that God would bee plea- 
ſed, according to his promiſe Zerem. 31. to make a new covenant 
with us, and to put his law in our inward parts, and write it in our 
hearts, or ( as the Prophet Ezekiel exprefieth that covenant Exzk.1 7, 
19-20. ) that he would give us one heart, and put a new ſpirit within 
us, and take the ſtory heart ont of eur fleſh, and give us an heart of 
fl-ſh, that we may walke in his ſtatutes, &c. But let us take heede 
how we fweare er declare 1n the prefence of God , that our ſtony 
heart is taken from us, and that an heart of fleth, that is, a foftened, 
mollifyed penitent heart is given us,when our hearts aflure us, that 
there.15no ſack worke wrought mus, aSalfothat wee matend an a- 
mendment of our wates , forthe future, when wee intend nothing

elſe we had not parted with our monyes ſo freely. And therefore 
cannot but wonder that we, who at the firſt raiſing of Forces by the 
Parliament, and ſome good time ſince, did verily beleeve, that thoſe 
forces were raiſed to catch away the King from His evill Counſcl- 
lours, and to take away, ordrive away His evill Counſcllours from 
Him , promiſing our ſelves ſuch hopes of accompliſhing our deſires

and conſtant ſetlement of the true Proteſtant Religion, the juſt priviledges 
o{ Parliament , the I1b:rty of the Subjelt, the Law, Peace, and Profperity 
of this Kingdomwe.

their defence, So that ( as ſaid before ) if feares and jealouſies of 
the Kirgs intentions of raiſing and leavying War againſt His Parlia-- 
ment, were a juſt cauſe or ground for his Parliament aQually to raiſc 
or leavy forces againſt him; and if we covld alſo in our conſciences- 
believe , that ſuch feares and jealouſies did really and truly poſ- 
{eſſe both Houſes; yet when it appeares by ſuch evidence ( as grea- 
ter a11d better could not be given ) that thoſe feares and jealoulies - 
were not juſt : itisſtrange to thinke what conſcience or faith, (I 
might adde what hope or charity ) that man hath, that can anſwer 
ordeclare in the preſence of Almighty God, that he beleeveth in his 
conſcience that the forces raiſed by the Parliament npon that anjuſt 
ground or cauſe, were raiſed for their juſt defence. | 
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3- 2uer. How can any man oe in Judgement and in Trath, 
that he doth in his conſcience believe, that the forces raiſed by the 
two Houſes of Parliament, were raiſed, and are continned for the 
defence of the true Proteſtant Religion; when as firſt, if by the 
true Proteſtant Religion be meant that Proteſtant Religion , which 
is now eſtabliſhed ( ſo faras ought can be1aid to be eſtabliſhed ) in 
the Church of England ( as that muſt be meant , or otherwile we 
know not what the true Proteſtant Religion is, and ſo cannot take 
this oath in judgement )it hath been found by lamentadble experience, 
that the true Proteſtant Religion hath been more invaded, impugned 
and blaſphemed by the forces raiſed by the two Houſes of Parliz 
ment, and their aſlitants and adherents, in thoſe parts where they 
have had thepower , then ever it was ſince Quecne Aſaries dayes, 
Witnefle the many uncivill, unhumane, unchriftian attempts, aſſault s 
and outrages that have been committed by Anabaptiſts, Browniſts, 
and other SeRaries upon our eſtabliſhed Dotrine , upon our eſtabli- 
{hed worſhip and fervice of God , upon Gods holy Ordinances, and 
upon thoſe ſacred places wherein all theſe were wont to meet, and 
preſent themſelves to us in ſuch beauty and excellencie to our un- 
{peakable benefit and comfort. I mult not forget, how the molt pi- 
ous, painfull, and orthodoxall Proteſtant Divines ( they chat in for- 
mer times , when the Proteſtant Religion ſuffered moſt by another 
faction, barethe heat and burden of the oppoſition, and ſteod 1n the 
gap againſt A-minianiſine , and other innovations) have been ſince 
the railing of forces by the Parliament , and by the power thereof , 
abuſed, impriſoned, and cruelly handled, when others that then de- 
«ſerted their (tations, have been magnihed and extolled, nay, when 
drunken, debauched, innovating drones , that have contributed to- 
wards the maintenance of the Parliaments forces, have been conni- 
ved at and favoured, and if by chance apprehended, ſpeedily dilmif- 
ſed, and (ct at liberty. He mult have a ſtrong faith, and a ſtretching 
cor:i\cience, that can beleeve in his conſcience, that theſe are markes 
or fignes of defending the trae Proteſtant Religion. If this be their 
defending of it, God ſend us our old Defendor thereof onee 
againe reltabliſhed in His Throne, and let theſe new defenders de- 
fend themielves. Secondly, the Lords and Commons affembled in 
Parliament did , no longer ſince then in March laſt , declare, and 
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liſh to the world in that Ordinance oftheirs, for the ſpeedy rai- 
and leavyingof money for the maintainance of the Army raiſed 
by the Parliament , that the only Cauſes for which they had raiſed , 
and did then continue an Army and Forces, were, fii!t, for the ne- 


beleeve that the forces raiſed by the two Houſes of Parliamene were 
raiſed for the defence of the libertiesof the Subject , yet when we 
poore oppreſſed, ſpoyled, and moſt ruined SubjeRts, ſee, feele, and 


= ceſſary defence of themſelves (which may be ſomewhat more calily 
) in believed then for their juſt defence.) Seconly, for the neceſſary de- 
an fence of this Kingdome from forraigne invalions,a defence not now 
ake mention2d. And thirdly, forthe bringing of notorjous offenders to 
ce, condigne puniſhment, a thing alſo (as was before hinted ) altoge- 
wed ther forgotten in this new oath. And if tke Lords and Commons 
"a themſelves have fo latcly declared and acknewleded , that theſe - 
ey were the only cauſes, for which they raiſed,and then continued their” 
S, army and forces, they have no cauſe to take offence at any that ſhall 
ts not believe, that the ſame forces were raiſed and continued, for the 
s, defence of the true Protceitant Religion. I praiſe Ged I have no 
li ſuch Moon-faith. ; Pa 
nd 4.. 2uer, How can any man ſweare mn truth, Thathe doth in his 
ad conſcience delieve, that the forces raiſed by the two Houſes are rat- 
Ne ſed and continued for the defence of the libertzes of the Subje&, 
ſs when by the raiſing and continuing of thele Forces, firit, the liberty 
= of enjoying their owne goods, chattclls, or lands. Secondly, the 
or liberty of thetr trading and trattiquing. Fhirdly , the liberty oftheir 
\@ perſons. Fourthly, the liberty their conſciences towards God, their 
Ee King, and their feilow-brethren. Fifthly , theliberty of their very 
U lives, is dayly and hourely cither taken or endeavoured to be taken 
% frem the beſt of SubjeRs, andAll theſe Contrary ts the liberty of the 
7 eſtabliſhed knowne Lawes of this Land. Indeed, to Bankrupts and 
i Spendthrifts, to Rogues, Theeves, Murtherers, and ſuch like, there 
, is ſuch politick liberty-of ſpoyling, robbing, plunderiog, and killing 
: yecided, to Anabantiſts, Brownilts, and other Setartes, ſuch Eccic- 
liaſticall liberty of Conventicle, prating and prin:ing permitted,and 
4 to all ſorts of faRious, ſeditious, rebellious Miſcreants, ſuch liderty 
f of lying, rayling, and blaſpheming indulged , as the hke was never 
heard of; much leſfle tollcrated and countenanced in any Chriſtian 
; Common-wealth. And though we had ſuch faith as that we could 
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-complaine, that the fruits and cffets thereof are ſo deſtruftivey con- 
trary thereunto ; we cannot polkbly believe, thatthey are (till cop 
tinned for the defence of our liberties; and therefore it is but juſt t 
deſire, that they, and only they be required to ſweat they do belieye 
this, who have hitherto enjoyed their hberties. 

5. Yuer. How canany ian ſwearc in Judgement and Truth, 
that he doth in bis conſcience beleeve, that the forces raiſed by the 
two Houſes, &c. were raiſed, and are continued for the juſtdefence 
of theſe three things named in this oath , when that which ſhould 
juſtifie the defence of them, or any of them (if ought could poſſibly 
juſtific it in thoſe wayes praQtiſed by them ) I meancthe knownee. 
{tabliſhed Law of this Land , is not only violated andyuſtled out of 
place and power,but alſoquite left out of all defence and proteRion; 
now they come to ſweare or declare before the Lord, that thoſe 
things are, which they intend to defend. What may bee the reaſon 
thinke you , why in former Declarations and Ordirances of the 
Lords and Commons, it hath beene often profeſſed, that ene maine 
end of their raiſing forces was for the defence of the Lawes of this 
Land, and y<t now in this new oath,when they reckon up the main 
ends of rayſing and continuing the very ſame forces,the Laws ofthe 
Land are not once named. Certainly we might as ſafely ſweare,that 
we doe in our conſciences believe , that the ſayd forces wererayſed, 
and are continued for the defence of the Lawes of the Land , ( not- 
withſtanding that the whole Land knowes that by thoſe forces, the 
Lawes of the Land have beene and are quite ſilenced and null'd) 
as we can {weare that we doe in our conſciences believe, that they 
were rayſed and are continued for the juſt defence of the Parlia- 
ment, andare for the defence of the true Proteſtant Religion, and 
liberties of the Subjet. Oaly the Liwes of the Land are l:kely to 
bring in ſuch an heavy accuſation and fore judgement againſt thoſe 
that have taken up Armes in this cauſe on the Parliament fide , not- 
withſtanding all the ſpecious pretences of fair ſeeming ends,and are 
ſo Diametrically, or point blank to all Arbitrary power, that the be- 
Iceving that thoſe forces raiſed by the Parliament, were raiſed, and 
are continued for the defence of thoſe Lawes might well be ſpared. 

'6. 2#er. How canany man ſweare eicherin Judgement orin 
Righteoulneſle or ia Truth , That be doth. in his conſcience —_ 
that 


preſeutative Body of the Kingdom , to _ for them, as well as to 
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that the ferces raiſed by «l 297 Houſes, &c. were raiſed , and are 
continued for their awne ſalt defence, and for the dejonce of the 
true Proteſtant Religion, and liberties of the Surj<F, .azaiaſt the 
forces raiſed by the King ; when the King hath not only often and 
eftzn profeſſ:d and declired,, but at ſundry times moſt ſolemnly and 
deeply vowed, proteſted and ſworne ( kis Nobility and Counce!l, ia 
number avove forty, and in eſtate, konour, and worth not to be pa- 
ralled throughout the Kingdome, atteſting and profeſliag the ſame , 
a5 you heara befare ) that he ever intended the lafety and prefervati- 
on of all three, 211 when he did raiſe any forces, that he railed tzem 
to make good thoſe intentions,and (& ta Gods glory, His Majeſtics 
honour, and his Suvjeds comfort ans beneiit, be it pablithed,) hath 
to his utmolt maJe them all good , in all places where bis forces 
have beca quartered (ince the firſt railing them to tais prelent , as 
both his Armies , and many thouſands moreare ready todepals itif 
that weuld fatisfic. For my part, I aſcribe ſo muchtg the word of # 
King, and 1o particular to the word of pious, Religipus King Charles, 
that what he declares in point of Truth, eſpecially concetoing kis 
Royall Intentions, I think my (clte bound io couſcience to veleeve ,, 


| beforeall the Declarations of all athers in the world ; bow mych 


more,when ſo pious and religious a King as he j6,hath fo gftes vow- 
ed and {worne ſuch 3nd ſuch things, gught all His Subjefts. (cpea- 
ally baving all ſworne to maintaine His Honour againſt all.that ſhajl. 
doe ought to the prejudice thereof, ) ſo to hangur Him, as ta cre- 
dit and beleeve his Vow and Oath, before the Declaration of 8 few: 
of His Sul>z<ts , who have ſtrained (tofay thelealt, and with the 
moſt modeſty and reverence ) rheir former oaths made to their So- 
verezgne,both by raiſing farces agaiaſt Himz,gnd by cotring imo this 
preſert yaw and covenant 2g3iolt Him, and the forees rajſed by 
Him, as wull be further demagſtrated by gnd by. Itis well kaowne 
to all knowing and underſtanding men, that a Kings not capable of 
having thoſe by gimes.and ends in making or takiaganvath, or of 
thoſe many-texmptations of breaking or viglating an oath when jt 4s 
made ortaken,thbat ſome of His SubjcRs may bave. And though it 
ſhould be granted by all ( as we know itis net.) that the Lords ang 

5 remaijoing inthe two Houſes of Parliament , are the re- 
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conſult; yet certainly no ſober man will grant that every body in the 
Kingdome is bound to aft and doe whatſoever they injoyne , be it 
good or evil), much lefſe that they ought to ſwear , that they doein 
their conſciences beleei e whatſoever they do declare or ſwear: and 
 altkough it were acknowledged that they are the repreſentative Bo- 
dy of the Kingdome, and ſorepreſentative, that the whole Kingdom 
were bound, either to Coe, or ſuffer for not doing , whatſoever they 
enjoyne ( astis knowne we arenot unlefſe eur Head did conſent, 
and joyne with them) yet, {ti]1I hope, none thinke them the repre- 
ſenta!ive Soule of the Kingdome, ſo that, whatſoever they believe, 
e: {weare they believe, our ſouls are bound to beleeve the ſame. Nay 
further, had the Lords and Commons ſworne expreſly and punQuale 
ly , that the forces raiſed by the two Houſes, &c, were rajſed and 
contiru<d for thoſe three forementioned ends , yet ſtill for the rea- 
ſons before alledged, I cannot ſee why we ſhould ſwear that we doe 
believe the ſame : But when the Lords and Commons themſclves, 
that were the raiſers of thoſe forces, wear only, that they doin their 
conſciences believe that thoſe forces were reifed, and are continued 
for thoſe ends ( as being it ſeems fully perſwaded ſo, either by tho. 
cloſe Committee, or by ſome ethers that knew the certainty there- 
of.) One would thinke it were ana of charity and faith ſufficient, 
for others to be their compurgaters ſo far, as to ſwear, that they dog 
believe that thoſe Lords and Commons doe believe ſo ; and that it 
too great a preſumption, to ſwear that they do intheir confcierices 
believe that it was, and isſo indeed. Believe me in any other caſe, 

ifany other perſons, whoſe truth and integrity is beſt kiowne to 
bad acknowledged that they themſelves had done this or that, an 
being ſaſpeRed, ' that they had done it for fome evill intent or pur- 
poſe,' ſhould ſwear ovly that they doe in their confciences believe , 
that they did it for ſuch, or ſuch an end, moſt fair and juſt, their very 
{wearing ſo would cxuſe more ſuſpition of them , then if they had 
held their peace, and ſaid nothing. 

7. 2uer. How dare any man fweare ox declare inthe prefence 
of Almighty God, &c. that he doth in his conſcience believe, that 
the forces raiſed by the two Houſes of Parliament, are raiſed and. 
continued for their juſt defence , and for the defence ofthe true Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and liberties of the SubjeK, againſt the forces re 
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ſed by the King ; when {6 to fweare or declare, is to ſweare and de- 
clare in Gods preſence that he doth in his conſcience believe, that 
the forces raiſed by the King are raiſed and continued for the fub- 
verſion and ruine , at leaſt for the extream damage and'detriment of 
all the ſame things? And what a hard caſe is it, that a man mult be 
put to ſuch an oath, as to ſweare not only that he doth believe well 
of both Houſes of Parliamen , but a}ſo that he doth believe ſo much 
evillofa good King ? as were He the worſt of Kings , worſe could 
not be thought of Him, all things conſidered > Why perhaps there 
may be ſome of ſo loy all and juſt thoughts towards their Sovereigne, 
and yet withall of to charitable and reverentiall thoughts towards 
both Houſes of Parliament, as to thinke that the forces on each part 
wereraiſcd and continued for the ſame ends, and they(thoſe three 
mentioned ) only moſt unhappily differd in the meanes and wayes 
of accompiiſhing thoſe ends. And what ſhall theſe poore ſouls do, 
when they cannot fatisfic the Parliament by taking this oath, but 
they muſt thereby abandon all loyall choughts of their King ? Lord 
be thou their DireRour. | 

It followeth in the oath, as an inference inforced from the laſt 
thing believed and ſworne, Ido bers is —_— of Almighty God 
declare, vow, and covenant, that [ will according to my power and vccati- 
en aſſiſt the forces raiſed and continued by both Houſes of Parliament 4« 
{4inft che forces raiſedby the King, without their conſent. Concernin 
which part of the oath , that 1 may ſtill keep withing the preſcribe 
bounds of a Jawfull oath, I defiretheſe 2weries may be cleared, 

I. Oner. What is here meant by Vocation;that ſo we may ſwear 
in judgement knowing what we {wear ? whether are we to under 
ſtand by Vocation, that ordinary courſe of life, or externall profeſſi- 
on, whcreunto God doth ordinarily call men, and where he doth ex- 
ternally place them? as when ſome are called to be Paſtors and 


« Teachers in the Church, others tobe fed and taught; ſomeare called 


to be Maſters, others tobe Servants; ſome are ca)led to be Husband- 
men, others are called to be Tradeſmen, &c. or whether by Voca- 
tion here , may rot be underſtood ſome cxtraordinary calling by ſc- 
cret inſpiration, divine revelation or the like; as certainly tome fuch 
Calling i.uſt be preſuppoſed, or elſe 1 Can-ot ſee what warrant they

This 2wereI could not baulke, ny of this 
According to my Yocation, is not any where to be found, that I know 
of any oath that hath been taken inthis-Nation, though the other li> 
witation, According to wy power , hath been uſuall in molt or all our 
promifloric oaths ; which makes me to think that foine Divine or o- 
ther was the framer and contriver of this new-oath, or at lealt had a 
great hand in it (howfvever it was pretended to have beenſuddenly 
framed 'by fome Members of the Houſe of Commons upon the dif- 
. covery of the great defigne)and being called to that calltay, his cone 
fcience minded him ſomewhat of the unlawtulnefle and unſcemli. 
nefle tor a Miriter of the Goſpel of peace to be an ailiſtant in war, 
cfpectally in ſuch a war; or clſc rather he thought , that the adding of 
this limitation, Accordsny to wy vocation, would excule him both from 
contributing much money to the warre , as allo from hazarding his 
awne perſon init ( as ſome of their furious brethren to their ſhame 
and confuſion have done):ſo that he did but 1n his preaching, and by 
tys prayinggthofe two glorious, but now prophaned and blaſphemet 
Ordinances, intice and [tirup others thereunto : But then I cannot 
but till wonder why the Lords ſhould each of them ſweare, Accor» 
ding to my vocation, oc. I believe if one ſhould aske any of their 
Eocdihips-what vocation ke 18 of, he would not take it well;theugh 
for the Houſe of Commons , we know divers ofthemare of feverall 
Vocations, and 1o this limitation might decome them well enough. 
2. ..2x4r. How any man that profefieth himſclt to be cither of the 
fxame judgement withthe Church of England, and with the glorious 
Murtyrs, and renowned LCrvincs, and other learned Worthtes , that 
have fince the Reformation ved in this Church, or of the fame 
jidgement with any.other of the reformed Caurches , and the moſt 
renowned Memaects thercot, can (wear in judgement , that he'wull 
afliſt any forces railcd by SubjeRs, agaialt the forces raiſed by their 
Sovereign, when it hath deen ſo ally and amply declared by all thoſt 
Churches , and ty their chiefe 'Worthics ſucceflively in all times; 
that tisaltugether unlawfull for any Sabj<Rs wo take up Armes a- 
gains their Sovere1gae, though a Tyrant, though a perſecuter of the 
50fpel, though never {0 wicked and ungodly,. as 'is to be ſeen in our 
ewne Homilics againlt Rebcllion, in the Acts and Monuments of eur 
 Martyrs,inthe Harmony of Confeflions of the reformed Churches, 
| in 
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itt Luther ("«//in, Oorelampadias, Zomngiint, Buders Poted Mwiyry Ca- 
pico, Bulinger , and many other ferfaigne Divines , as alſo in multi- 
tudes of our moſt famous and pious. Engliſh Divines , whoſe teſti- 
monies, with the teſtimonies of many others, I am credibly informed 
had been long ſince, for the ſatisfaction of thoſe that quiltion ic, 
faithfully publiſhed by an orthodox Divine ( now apriſoner in Ely 
Houſe) had n.6t ſome of the; Houle of Commons prevei ited him by 
ſeizing upon bis Dook wr lift it was in the Prefſe, as fearing all luc 
information of the people. | 

3. Lner. How any man that bath taken either the oath of Su- 
premacy , -orthe oath of Allegiance, pr the late, Proteftation, can 
without perjury ip/o fas [weare, that he wilaccording to his po- 
wer alliſt the forces raiſed and continued by ooth Houſes of Parlia- 
ment againſt the torces raiſed by the King , ſecing all thoſe three 
oaths are ſo flatly and fully contrary to this part of this oath, of all 
thereſt ;, as fult in the oath of Supremacy we (weare, That-we did te- 
ſlifie, and declare in oxr conſciences, that the Kings Highneſſe is theonly 
ſupreme Governonr of this Realm, Fc. and as well #1 all fpirituall. or Ee- 
cleſiaſticall things or cawſes, as temporal; and if, the jult power of 
railing forces, avd other power of the fword doth only belong to 
Him, and none ought to raiſe any forces , or exerciſe any other po- 
wer of the (word, without-His conſent, and without exprefſe autho- 
rity derived from Him ; the power of the ſword being that which 
principally makes and maiitaines the Supremacy, and therefgre af- 
cribed by the Apoltle taghe ſupreme power only, Rem. 1 3.4. He bea- 
reth not the (word in vaine,for he u the Miniſter of God,a revenger taexe- 
cute wrath upon him that doth evil: and to erant the Parliament ajuft 
power of raiſtn: forces without the Kings conſeiit ( much more to 
grant them power of raiſing Arms eontraty to His Proclamation,.nd . 
other expreſſe Commands , and they againt the forces raiſed by the 
King/is to ſetup two ſupreme Powers in one Kingdome,and fo two 
{words one againſt another , and both to the ruine of the whole 
Kingdome. 

Againe, we (weare in the fame oath, That we wowld bear faith and 
Irue Allegiance to the Kings Highneſſe h1 Heires,@&c. and that we Would 
to our power afſiſt and defend all wriſds tons, Provile 5, Prebeminences > 
and Amtborittes granted or belonging ” the Kings Highne fo 9 heirs, ow

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ov lemited and annexed td the Imperial Crowne of the Reatm,As »\(o id the 
oath of Allegeance we {wear, That we world beare faith and Alegrance 
to Hi Majeſty, His Heires,C 6. and that we Wonld defend Him and them 
ro the utmoſt of our power againſt all conſpiracies and attempts whatſorver, 
which ſhould be made agar ſt ks or their perſors their Crowne and dignity, 
either by reaſon of any Sentence or Declaration of the Pope or otherwiſe; 
and that we would doe our beſt endeavony to diſcloſe and make knowne unto 
hu Majeſty, his Heires,C5c. all treaſons, and traiterons conſpiracies, which 
we ſhould know or heare of, to be againſt him or any of them. Ard laſtly, 
in our late Proteſtation , we ſweare to maintaine and defend with 
eur lives and powers and eſtates according to the duty of our Alle. 
Feance, His Majeſtiesroyall Perſon, Honour, and Eſtate; andto erm 
power, and as far as lawfully we may , to oppole , and by all good 
meanes to endeayour to bring to condigne puniſhment all ſuch ax 
ſhould either by force, plots, conſpiracies, or otherwiſe do any thing 
tothe contrary. Now whether the afliſting of forces raiſed by fome 
of the Kings SubjeRs againlt the forces raiſed by the King , be not 
expreſly and fully contrary toall theſe particulars promiſed and ſworn 
in all theſe oaths, let any indiff-rent man judge ; as (to name ſome 
contrarieties for many) 1. Whether it be not uſucpation or io- 
croachment upon the Juriſ{diions , Priviledges, Preheminences or 
Authority granted or belonging tothe Kings Highneſſe, and united 
and annexed to the Imperill Crowne, and foflatly contrary to the 
oath of Supremacy. . 2. Whether it be not an attempt,if not a cor» 
ſpiracy, made againſt either the Kings Pexſon, or tis Crowne and 
Dignity,and fo fully contrary to the oath of Allegeance. 3. Whe- 
ther it be not hazardous te the Kings perſon, ſcandalous to His Ho- 
nour, and detrimentall to His Eſtate, and fo direQly contrary to the 
late Proteſtation.

Elizab c.1.and 3. [acob.c.4 & 7. facob.c.6, the comparing of this 
new oath with thoſe former oaths would occaſion a multitude of 
Lneres had ſome men the liberty of ſtaring them;I ſhall be bold on- 
ly to point at one Which 1n order to the preceding 2#eres upoa this 
part of this oath makes the fourth. 

4 Yner. Whether the taking of a new oath, and recommen- 
ding and tendrivg it to others, which is contrary to the oath of alle- 
giance,as this new oath is, do not render the perſons ſo doing, guil- 
ty of the breach, and liable to the penalty of that branch in that ſta- 
tute 3.f4e0b.cap.q. expreſſed in thele words : And further bee jt ena- 
cd by the authority aforeſaid , That -if any perſon or perſons at any

of Rome, or to move them or any of them, to promiſe obedienceto 
any pretended authority of the See of Rome,orto any other Prince, 
State, or Potentate,, That then encry land perſon ,. their procurers,, 
counſcllors, ayders and maintainers, knowing the ſame, ſhall beeto 
all intents adjudged. Traitors, and being thereof lawfully convicted, 
hall have judgement, ſuffer and forfeyt, as in caſcs of high Treaſon. 

And if any tuch perſon, as aforcfaud, &c. ſhall be wilkogly abſol- 
ved,or withdcawae as aforeſaid, or williagly reconciled,or promiſe 
obedience to any ſuch pretended authority, Prince, State, or Poten- 
tate, as aforeſaid , That every ſuch perſon er perſons, their procu- 
rers, counſellors, ayders, and maintainers, knowing the ſame , ſhall 
be toall intents ad juiged Traytors, and bein thereof lawfully con- 
viſted, ſhall bave judgement, ſaff-r, and forfeyt, a$1in caſe of high

I cqul4 wiſh, that you would propound this Quzre privately to

'The'ſame Statwes;asrhey requirefuth attendanceuponithe Kings 
perſon in his warres moe fpecially, from ſuch men as have any 
promotion fromthe King 5 fo'they declare alſo., that every Subjec& 
by the duty of his ANegiance is boundento ſerve and affiſt his Prince 
:and ſoveteigne Lord at all feaſ@ns-when need hall require;and what 
he ſhall bead judged worthy to forfeit or ſuffer; that ſhall fail of that 
duty, any knowing-Lawyer will ſoon inforime you.

cale of Piſtolls, wich many Port«Mantles which our Souldiers made 
comfortable ute off, 

Three Cornets with their ſtaves were preſented by M. jar Dowet 
unto the Generall, and one more was burnt by a Granadoe which the 
Major himſelf threw inata window of che houſe, where it didexecu- 
ti-n, this ſo provoked the enemy, that the nexr day they advanced to» 
wards us, wh.ch was Munday the 3 of July. | 
 Informationb-ing given» that tl.ey were gathered into a body wich» 
in two miles of Fourd=hill, there being two waycs, one-leading to 
Oxford, the ogter to Batbe, it wasthought fit to ſend a party to inter- 
cept their pafſ;ge ; whereupon the aforeſaid Major Dowet was com- 
manded forth with three hundred horſe and toot, rhenighr being dark, 
himfelt a ſtranger to the place, knew not whar paſſages were to b:

Take it 
in pecces. The two Houſes of Parhamerit, being convened by the 
Kings ſole Writ , fo adviſe with Him about the great Afﬀayres of the 
Kingdome, formed their Conrſcls with ſuch ſacceſſe, that in above 
fifteene Moneths, ( time enough to hive refurmed and repayred 
all to: mer miltakcs ard irregularities in Church and State) they 
never found the leaſt nyncpn Currence with them from His Maje- 
ſiy in any particular propoſcd tor the caſe or benefit of the Con- 
mon wealth ; what was during that time done by His ſingular Ju-

 1n this ſenſe yon have, 1 confeſſe, beene much upon the defenſive 
part, otherwiſe you never pretended ground or Arguinent for your 
taking Armcs, tut Feares and Jealouſics, no danger of. an afſaalt 
from an ative Enemy ; exeept ſome few. Papilts under g:ound, 
whom your vigilancy hath kept ſtill there. When you firtt voted 
your great Genera)l, and fayſed your wanton Army, it was to fetch 
upthe King to you from Yerke, not to defend your ſelves againſt 
him : and you cannot but-know', you were ſo farre from betog in 
danger to be aſſaulted, thatſertimg aſide your a&ts of hoſtilicy in 
zy'our Votes and Ordinances, by Which yoti had furprifed Forts, 
Townes, and the whole Navy, when you had a formed Army of 
Horſe 2nd Foot (I beleeve much greater then you have now ) the 
Kiog had not ſo mary Muskets, as you had Cannon, nor fo many 
Swords as you bad Companies ; and on my Conſcicnce (1 willfo

dame are the «ftcs of thoſe Arms. : 

' The next Article of your Creed is, that theſe godly Forces of 
yours are for the defenſe cf the true Proteſbant Reformed Religion; 
This indece hath alwayes becne your care, and your Reputation, 
but £1veme leave to tc]! your Lordihip I much feare you rather 
hate that which is not the Proteſtant Religion, then love that 
whichis. I will not grizve your memory by repreſenting to you 
the happy flowiſhing ſtate of the Proteſtant Religion in this 
Kingdome, till your Countclls diſturbed and endeavoured to de- 
tace it. Let Vs onely conſider what you have ated and what 
you trrve de{þgned towards this defence, and to uſe your owne 
phraſe of your Covenant , #1 order to the Security and preſervation 
of ths Kel:givn. There 1s not a Godly, Learned , Orthodex Divine 
1.1 England, whomyou have not traduced, tmpriſoned , or eminent- 
ly 1eproached an! diſcountenanced', even thoſe whoſe Learning 
and Integrity firſt gave credit and reputation to your great Refor- 
mers; you have not only diſuſed and ſuppreſi-d that Excellent 
Book of Common-Prayer , ( the firft and glotious inſtance in this 
Kingdome of the true Reformed Proteſtant Religion ) but ſcurri- 
louſly and prophanely reviled and ſcoffd at it, to the ſcandall of 
Chriltianity ; you have carried your ſelves with ſuch i1mpious and 
1cS0th behaviour in” Charches and Conſfecrated places , commit=- 
(107 fuch horrid and Beaſtly- outrages, that the Heathen themſelves 
would tremble at the mention of.them, and all this out of pure 2e4le 
20 the ire Reformed Proteſtant Religion. This you will ſay is done 
witavu:y our Conſents by the diſorderly Souldiers, whom you can- 
not reltraine. By your Lordſhjps favonr you have very pretty Votes 


of one or both Houſes which direRly encourage thoſe Souldiersto | 


inoſt of this. What remedy have yon' provided for theſe diſor- 
ders, 1t the King concurred with you in all you propoſe to your

them, and have not yet ſo much as fancyed amovgſt our ſclves 
into What ſhape you will lick that monſtrous Chaos you would pre- 


duce; this you leave to your Synod, of ſuch men, as moſt of them n» - 


Scholes or Nurſeries of Learning ever knew , -men never knowne 
or heard of but by their FaRion, Treaſon, and Rebc<llion, ſuch who 
never hadtitle or ſubſiſtance in the Church of Engl/ard, till your 
Votes, as Patron and Ordinary , impoſed them,upon Pariſhes, and 
over Cures in the places of thoſe, whoſe Religion was not Reb-1- 
lon. Oh ( my Locd) canyoy forget tke excellent, times in which

ved, the flouriſhing (tate of Religion here in DoArine and Diſci-

owne love of Liberty lead them, without being driven by your 
fury : Confider the liberty of the Subje& before you found our this 
device todefend it z How ſtrongly was it guarded and fenced by 
knowne, cleare, excellent Lawes , not capable of any dammage or 
inconvenience, to which there was not a proper reparation and re- 
medy prepared : if any little breaches had beer made 1n this Fence 
( for in compariſon of the gappes you nave ſince madcin it in one 


howre, what wasdone in 16 yeares before was but little ) with 


what diligence, Induſtry and Bounty did His Majefty comply with 
you to make themup , and fo finiſhed the Worke . that it you had 
not taken all this monſtrous paines to deſtroy it , you Country now 
had beene the wonder and envy of Chriſtendome, in Peace, and all 
the Ornaments of Beauty, Plenty , and Luſtre which Peace de- 
fires to be adorned with; What preflure or violation was offered to 
this Liberty when you firſt tooke up your defenſive Armes? See now 
to what degree you have advanced it, as 1t bath reference to our 
Goods, Eſtates, your Ordinances of ſequeſtration , your weekly 
Afﬀeſlements, and your order for the twentieth part , abundant- 
ly expreſſes your Carez as it hath reference to Our Perſons, the 
full Gaoles 1n allplaces, and the very many Houles you have tur- 
ned into Gaoles for the ſafe keeping of Our Liberty , will bee rare 
Monuments to Polterity , as it concernes Our Conſcience , you 
need no other Evidence ( though you have (tore ) then this yowr 
facred Vow and (ovenant, If this be your courſe to defend Liver- 
ty , I would you would for variety {ike practiſe ſome way to de- 
ftroy it , ic may be it might prove the more Sovercigne Remedy to 
the Common-wealth : Tis Mr. Pyms third Ooſervation of the evil 
( onſcience of thoſe who were in the late Plot, they that pretended to 
rake Armes to defend their owne Property, obtained a Commiſſion 10 
wolate the Property of others, they would take the eAſſrtion of the 
Lewes of the Land, but afſum:d to tham (uch a power, as was moſt 


 Somirary to that Law, to ſciz.: wpon thiir Per{ons withous due pro- 
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ce fſe, to 1mpoſe upon their Eftates withom Conſent, to rake away 
Jeme lives by the Law CMHantiall; This is a Text I hope your Lords 
(hip will belceeve , and is fo truly an inftance of evill Conſcience, 
that if His Majcſty had uſed theſe words in any of His Meſſages 
or Declarations, they had beene voted atleaſt an imputation up- 
on both Houſes, anda Cenſure of their Proceedings. But Mr. 
Pym may Libell againſt you ( and in earneſt you will inde moſt of 
tis ſpeechs to be ſuch ) without breach of Priviledge, hee hath 
found out too new Conſervators of our Liberty which wee never 
heard of till now, inſtead of King, Lords and Commons, The Par- 
liament, (that is the cloſe Committeee ) the City, andthe Arm 
are the three vitall parts of the Kingdome , in which (he ſayes) not only 
the wel! being, but the very life and being of it doth conſiſt, and yet 
ehcy perſwade your Lordſhip they are willi»g to disvand this Army.

is nothing that you of the moderate Party have ſince refuſed to con» 
ſent to, which might not very well have followed from ſome of. 
thoſe propoſitions which even your fclves have before admitted,
